RESEARCH  PROJECTS  ON  DISPLAY 

Some  exhibits  at  Royal  Society  conversazione 


THE  Royal  Society's  annual  conver- 
sazione, held  in  London  on  May  7, 
again  provided  an  opportunity  to  see 
the  results  of  some  current  research 
projects.  Exhibits  in  the  medical  and 
allied  fields  included  one  by  Dr.  P.  J. 
Walker  (National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research)  demonstrating  a  technique 
for  revealing  changes  in  trypanosomes 
during  the  development  of  drug  re- 
sistance. Such  resistance  occurs  readily 
to  almost  all  compounds  used  in  treat- 
ing sleeping  sickness.  In  the  demon- 
stration trypanosomes  were  shown 
wriggling  in  yellow  light,  which  does 
not  harm  them.  When,  however,  an 
intense  white  light  was  projected  on  to 
a  single  trypanosome,  it  died  within 
seconds.  In  trypanosomes  resistant  to 
prsenic-based  drugs,  the  time  taken  to 
die  increases,  and  can  be  shown  to 
afford  a  measure  of  the  resistance. 

Under  the  title  "  Aflatoxin  in 
Groundnuts  "  an  exhibit  by  the  Tropi- 
cal Products  Institute  told  how  in 
1960  a  mysterious  disease  appeared  in 
turkeys  in  England,  causing  the  death 
of  100,000  birds.  The  cause  was  shown 
to  be  toxic  material  in  a  consignment 
of  Brazilian  groundnut  meal.  The 
toxins  were  found  to  have  their  origin 
in  four  related  strains  of  Aspergillus 
flavus.  The  exhibit  described  how  the 
attack  of  the  mould  and  production  of 
toxin  was  found  to  be  largely  a  post- 
harvest  problem  due  to  inadequate 
drying,  damage  to  the  shells  in  the 


early  stages,  and  poor  storage. 

An  attempt  to  correlate  the  similari- 
ties and  differences  in  the  effects  of 
thyroid  hormones,  growth  hormone 
and  testosterone  upon  nucleic-acid 
metabolism  and  the  regulation  of 
growth  and  development  was  the  sub- 
ject of  a  demonstration  by  Dr.  J.  R. 
Tata  and  Mr.  C.  C.  Widnell  (National 
Institute  for  Medical  Research). 

Two  devices  for  breath  alcohol 
analysis  were  exhibited  by  Dr.  B.  M. 
Wright  (National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research).The  Kitagawa-Wright  detec- 
tor operates  on  the  principle  of  the 
American  Breathalyzer,  but  has  been 
automated  so  as  to  require  no  skill  or 
training  on  the  part  of  the  operator 
and  a  minimum  of  co-operation  from 
the  subject,  who  has  only  to  blow 
through  a  mouthpiece  until  a  red  light 
comes  on.  The  apparatus  discards  the 
first  500  c.c.  of  breath,  collects  a 
measured  volume  of  100  c.c,  then 
pumps  it  through  an  analyser  (a  glass 
detector  tube  containing  a  yellow  re- 
agent that  goes  blue  in  the  presence  of 
alcohol).  The  length  of  the  blue  col- 
umn is  proportional  to  the  amount  of 
alcohol  passing  through  the  tube,  the 
length  of  column  being  read  off  as 
mgm.  per  100  mils  of  blood.  The 
second  device  shown  was  a  flame-ion- 
isation  detector  that  draws  a  sample 
of  breath  from  the  subject's  mouth  or 
nose  and  indicates  the  alcohol  concen- 
tration immediately.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Franco-British  meeting 

Pharmacists  in  Britain  are  little  different  from  their  professional  col- 
leagues in  other  countries  in  their  need  for  facing  and  overcoming  basic 
problems  inherent  in  the  vast  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  modern 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  practice.  Though  conditions  may  vary  in  the 
organisation  and  scope  in  different  countries,  involving  such  factors  as  the 
extent  of  government  health  service;  planned  limitation  based  on  popula- 
tion needs,  freedom  to  open  at  will  regardless  of  need  ;  and  many  other 
aspects  of  difference  relating  to  history,  origin  and  tradition,  pharmacists 
everywhere  have  had  to  adapt  themselves  to  a  situation  in  which  the  manu- 
facturing laboratories  have  determined  the  pattern  of  prescribing.  And,  in 
turn,  the  pattern  of  prescribing  has  determined  the  pattern  of  pharmaceu- 
tical practice.  The  art  of  extemporaneous  compounding  has  found  a 
dwindling  opportunity  for  its  exercise  in  this  country  and  on  the  continent 
of  Europe.  In  these  circumstances  a  discussion  of  the  problems  arising  out 
of  the  need  for  keeping  up  to  date  formed  common  ground  for  the  meet- 
ing at  Dijon  of  the  Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Congress,  and  two 
thoughtful  papers  were  presented  which  served  to  underline  the  common 
nature  of  the  problems  and  to  indicate  how  they  are  being  tackled  in  the 
two  countries  concerned.  The  methods  used  in  France  and  Britain  prove 
to  be  similar  in  many  respects  in  the  means  of  disseminating  information. 
It  may  be  easy,  as  Mr.  A.  Aldington  said,  to  keep  up  to  date  by  using  a 
proper  filing  system,  but  more  is  required  than  merely  to  produce  the  neces- 
sary card  on  request.  The  complete  pharmacist  is  the  one  who  can  discuss 
knowledgeably  and  intelligently  the  information  published  on  the  card, 
and  in  that  respect  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  recently  qualified  pharma- 
cist is  well  informed.  For  many  years  the  knowledge  that  came  with  quali- 
fication sufficed,  but  the  spate  of  new  products  has  changed  that  situation. 
A  system  of  post-graduate  and  refresher  courses  is  imperative  for  the 
future  if  the  recently  qualified  is  to  keep  abreast  of  developments.  Few 
older  pharmacists  can  hope  to  vie  with  the  new  product  of  the  colleges  and 
universities.  Their  basic  training  did  not  go  far  enough. 

Specialised  services 

It  seems  a  pity  that  the  annual  Franco-British  congress,  held  alternately 
in  Britain  and  in  France,  is  of  such  short  duration.  Much  more  could  be 
learned  if  it  were  possible  to  spend  a  few  days  in  watching  our  French 
colleagues  at  work.  On  several  trips  across  the  Channel  I  have  taken  the 
opportunity  of  going  into  a  pharmacy  and  disclosing  my  interest,  and  have 
never  found  the  experience  other  than  rewarding.  I  have  always  been  well 
received  and  have  been  conducted  over  the  premises  most  willingly.  I  note 
that  Mr.  Aldington  asked  if  French  pharmacists  really  needed  analytical 
laboratories  and  if  they  were  used.  The  question  must  have  astounded 
our  French  friends.  M.  Bardou  replied  that  the  laboratories  were  concerned 
with  biological  assays  and,  from  my  limited  opportunity  for  observation,  I 
can  assure  Mr.  Aldington  that  such  laboratories  are  both  necessary  and  in 
use.  The  French  pharmacist  occupies  a  valuable  place  in  the  field  of  health 
by  providing  the  doctor  with  information  resulting  from  his  biological 
assays.  It  assists  in  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Not  every  pharmacy  gives  such 
a  service,  but  the  many  that  do  are  in  a  high  specialist  position  indeed. 

Goaded  into  action  ? 

In  the  process  of  refreshing  my  memory  on  resolutions  being  discussed 
by  Branch  Representatives  on  May  21  I  noted  one  that  seeks  methods 
of  informing  the  public  on  the  correct  handling  and  storage  of  medicines. 
In  a  leading  article  on  February  1  you  suggested  that  this  was  an  activity 
in  which  the  Society  could  appropriately  take  the  initiative,  and  I  now 
see  (p.  495)  that  the  Council  has  given  authority  for  the  staging  of  an 
exhibition  on  "Safety  and  Handling  of  Drugs  in  the  Home."  Could  it  be 
that,  goaded  by  accusations  of  lethargy  towards  branch  resolutions,  the 
Council  has  decided  to  confound  its  critics  by  taking  action  before  the 
motion  has  even  been  discussed  ? 
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Practical  Problems  in  Pharmacy 

AN  EXPERIMENT  IN  DISCUSSION 


"  IN  the  nature  of  an  experiment,"  was 
how  Dr.  K.  R.  Capper  (chairman) 
described  an  evening  meeting  on  "  Prac- 
tical Problems  in  Pharmacy  "  held  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  London  House 
on  April  22.  The  meeting  brought  to- 
gether for  an  informal  discussion  three 
pharmacists,  each  with  a  wide  experi- 
ence in  a  branch  of  the  profession. 

Problems  in  Industry 

Industrial  problems  were  discussed 
by  Mr.  G.  R.  Wilkinson  (Romford 
Laboratories,  Ltd.),  who  gave  as  a  con- 
stant source  of  difficulty  the  scaling-up 
of  official  formulas  from,  for  example, 
1,000  mils  to  1,000  gall.  As  batch  size 
increased,  he  said,  so  did  the  error  in 
measuring  by  volume,  making  measure- 
ment by  weight  desirable.  But  changes 
in  volume  often  occurred  during  mixing 
(especially  with  alcohol),  so  it  was 
necessary  to  carry  out  a  practical  ex- 
periment to  determine  the  weights 
needed  to  produce  a  specified  final 
volume.  Scaling-up  involved  its  own 
problems  in  mixing.  Unless  a  mechani- 
cal stirrer  were  correctly  sited  in  a  vat, 
for  example,  it  would  merely  churn  a 
hole  in  a  gel.  Problems  also  occurred 
in  evenly  distributing  small  quantities 
of  an  ingredient  throughout  a  powder. 

For  the  extemporaneously  prepared 
product  a  shelf  life  of  one  or  two  weeks 
was  usually  sufficient  but,  said  the 
speaker,  the  industrial  pharmacist  spoke 
of  stability  in  terms  of  one  or  two 
years.  It  was  also  necessary  to  find  a 
formula  that  withstood  adverse  storage 
conditions  even  after  the  preparation 
reached  the  user.  Fibres,  which  caused 
the  rejection  of  individual  ampoules  of 
injections  were  difficult  to  avoid,  yet 
sorting  of  the  ampoules  was  both  time- 
consuming  and  costly.  To  that  problem 
Mr.  Wilkinson  said  he  would  be  pleased 
to  learn  the  answer.  Trouble  also  came 
from  containers  and  closures,  particu- 
larly rubber  caps  for  vials,  which  were 
apt  to  vary  widely  in  composition  from 
batch  to  batch.  He  had  also  met  batches 
of  water  for  injection  which  failed  to 
pass  B.P.  tests  after  sterilisation  in  vials, 
the  only  remedy  being  to  insert  a  suit- 
able barrier  between  the  water  and  the 
rubber.  Such  problems  gave  extra  work, 
took  time,  and  were  costly  to  solve. 

Another  problem  in  industry  was  to 
provide  satisfactory  packages  for  manu- 
factured products.  The  packs  must 
allow  for  transport  and  afford  protec- 
tion from  variations  in  temperature  and 
humidity.  By  far  the  greatest  difficulty 
facing  the  pharmacist,  however,  was  the 
customers'  complaint,  which  might  or 
might  not  be  well  founded.  Industry 
often  suffered  from  people  trying  to 
find  an  excuse  to  return  old  formula- 
tions, especially  after  a  pharmacopceial 
change. 

Specific  examples  from  recent  experi- 
ence were  given  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Wil- 
liams (St.  Thomas's  hospital,  London) 
to  illustrate  the  work  of  the  hospital 
pharmacist.  Apart  from  the  problem  of 
dispensing  500-600  prescriptions  a  day, 
the  pharmacist  received  many  curious 


requests  from  doctors  and  research 
workers.  Improvisation  was  often  neces- 
sary, giving  many  of  the  products  a 
"  do-it-yourself "  appearance.  Unlike 
the  industrial  pharmacist,  the  hospital 
pharmacist  was  in  control  of  most  drugs 
even  after  they  left  him,  so  that  their 
stability  could  be  checked  at  intervals  if 
questioned. 

In  a  particular  example  the  answer 
to  a  dermatologist's  request  for  a  means 
of  testing  oral  sensitivity  to  scrapings 
from  a  denture  was  found  by  incor- 
porating the  powder  in  pastilles  pre- 
pared from  a  gelatin  suppository  base, 
a  control  pastille  being  made  from  base 
only.  In  a  similar  problem  of  finding 
a  solvent  for  ball-point  pen  ink  for  use 
in  a  sensitivity  test,  the  answer  had  been 
found  in  amyl  acetate.  Valuable  assis- 
tance had  been  obtained  from  a  manu- 
facturer, who  had  already  faced  the 
problem,  in  making  a  preparation  con- 
taining magnesium  glutamate,  starting 
from  heavy  magnesium  carbonate. 

Sterile  Materials 

Preparing  sterile  materials  was  another 
aspect  of  hospital  work.  Mr.  Williams 
considered  the  intravenous  fluids  admir- 
ably suited  to  routine  hospital  manu- 
facture, but  the  pharmacist  faced  prob- 
lems of  solubility  and  stability  of  ex- 
perimental materials.  Several  large  hos- 
pitals made  their  own  tablets,  so  facili- 
ties and  experience  were  available  for 
producing  special  formulations.  Often 
it  was  necessary  to  make  a  placebo  to 
match  a  special  tablet.  A  recent  prob- 
lem had  been  to  make  sodium  fluoride 
tablets,  since  that  substance  ought  to  be 
administered  diluted,  being  liable  to 
produce  gastric  irritation.  A  solution 
tablet  had  accordingly  been  made  using 
dextrose  as  a  basis  and  stearic  acid  as  a 
lubricant. 

The  third  speaker,  Mr.  G.  Smith 
(Department  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences, 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  introduced 
problems  in  dispensing  mixtures. 
Though  problems  in  mixtures  occurred 
less  frequently  than  twenty-five  years 
ago,  they  were  now  more  likely,  he 
said,  to  involve  potent  drugs.  With  tra- 
ditional galenicals,  failure  to  detect  in- 
compatibility or  instability  might  result 
in  inelegant  but  harmless  preparations. 
Failure  to  detect  an  incompatibility  or 
instability  where  a  potent  drug  was 
concerned  was  more  likely  to  have  harm- 
ful consequences.  Dispensing  problems 
usually  involved  difficulties  in  compati- 
bility, stability  or  technique  of  prepara- 
tion. 

By  far  the  most  common  problem 
was  how  to  incorporate  phenobarbitone 
sodium  in  mixtures.  Aqueous  solutions 
of  phenobarbitone  sodium  were  alka- 
line, the  barbiturate  existing  mainly  as 
the  soluble  anion  of  the  weak  5-ethyl- 
5-phenylbarbituric  acid  (phenobarbi- 
tone). If  the  pn  were  lowered  by  adding 
a  stronger  acid  (or  even  by  the  ab- 
sorption of  carbon  dioxide  after  stor- 
age), conversion  took  place  to  the  union- 
ised form,  whose  solubility  in  water  was 
only  one  part  in  1,000  at  20°.  Pheno- 


barbitone was  precipitated  when  th< 
proportion  of  unionised  free  acid  was 
in  excess  of  that  solubility.  The  pn  of  i 
mixture  where  no  meter  was  availablt 
could  be  conveniently  checked  with  in 
dicator  papers,  though  some  interfer 
ence  from  colouring  matter  migh 
occur.

the  inquirer  had  reported  a  "  rubbery 
mass  "  as  the  product.  The  Departmen 
had  confirmed  that  an  indispersibl* 
mass  was  produced  if  the  phenobarbi 
tone  sodium  and  codeine  phosphati 
were  mixed  together  in  a  little  water 
the  precipitate  being  phenobarbitoni 
(free  acid).  A  clear  solution  had  beet 
obtained  by  dissolving  the  codein 
phosphate  and  phenazone  in  half  th 
final  volume  of  water,  adding  the  gel 
semium  tincture  and  orange  syrup,  dis 
solving  the  phenobarbitone  sodium  ii 
the  remainder  of  the  water  and  mixin 
the  two  solutions.  The  pH  of  the  fina 
mixture  was  7-3,  and  precipitation  o 
phenobarbitone  in  a  mixture  containin 
gr.  I  of  phenobarbitone  sodium  in  eacl 
fl.  oz.  was  not  expected  to  occur  un 
less  the  pn  were  6-6  or  less.  However 
phenobarbitone  sodium  often  reacte 
slowly  with  salts  of  weak  bases  _  an 
strong  acids,  forming  undissociate 
complexes,  so  such  mixtures  should  no 
be  stored  for  more  than  a  week  or  two 

Problems  With  Proprietary  Medicine 

A  prescription  fqr  : — • 
Ii  Phenobarbitone  sodium      gr.  j 
Phenergan  elixir     to     min.  60 

provided    an    example    of  adding 
potent  drug  to  a  proprietary  prepara 
tion.     Such   problems  presented  rea 
difficulties,  for  little  was  known  abou 
the   composition   of   proprietary  pre 
parations  other  than  the  proportion  o 
active    ingredients.    The    nature  o 
vehicle,     flavour,     colouring  mattei 
stabilisers   and   preservatives  was  no 
known  by  the  person  dispensing  th 
mixture.  Manufacturers  would  usuall 
advise   pharmacists   on   specific  com 
patability  problems  involving  their  pro 
ducts,  but  it  was  important  for  botl 
prescribers  and  pharmacists  to  rememl 
ber  that  proprietary   medicines  wen  I 
formulated  to  produce  stable  prepara  I 
tions,  and  were  not  intended  to  act  al 
vehicles   for   other   drugs.  Phenergail 
elixir  contained  promethazine  hydro! 
chloride,  a  salt  of  a  weak  base  and  <| 
strong  acid  and  thus  was  formulatecl 
as  an  acid  preparation.  By  substituting 
with  the  prescriber's  authority,  pheno 
barbitone,  and  suspending  the  powdei 
with  the  aid  of  compound  tragacantl 
powder,  a  reasonably  satisfactory  pre 
paration  was  obtained. 

It  was  reported  that  a  cloudy  solu 
tion  was  produced  when  attempts  faac 
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been   made    to    dispense    the  follow- 
ing mixture:  — 
B  Phenobarbitone  sodium      gr.  J 
Sodium  bicarbonate  gr.  15 

Peppermint  water    to    min.  120 
but  the  barbiturate  was  not  at  fault,  the 
pH  being  7-95.  Cloudiness  was  caused 
if  sodium  bicarbonate  was  present  in 
excess  of  its  solubility  in  water  (1  in 
11  at  20°C).  The  Department  had  re- 
commended    that      the  prescriber's 
authority  should  be  sought  for  increas- 
ing the  dose  volume  to  240  minims. 
In  the  following  mixture:  — 
■B  Codeine  linctus  min.  15 

Chloroform  water  to  min.  60 
tannins  (from  wild  cherry  syrup)  were 
precipitated  after  two  days,  and  the 
Department  had  suggested  obtaining 
the  prescriber's  authority  to  use  simple 
syrup  as  diluent. 

Who  Should  Manufacture  ? 

First  speaker  from  the  floor  was 
Mr.  D.  J.  Boyle,  High  Wycombe,  who 
contested  Mr.  Williams'  view  that  hos- 
pital pharmacies  were  admirably 
suited  to  the  production  of  intravenous 
drips.  How  many  pharmacies,  he 
asked,  had  facilities  for  sterility  and 
pyrogen  tests?  Mr.  Williams  said  in 
reply  that  he  believed  that  process, 
rather  than  quality,  control  was  the 
procedure  for  that  type  of  material, 
given  adequate  supervision.  Sterility 
testing  could  be  performed  by  the 
pathology  laboratory  if  necessary.  Dis- 
tillation apparatus  seemed  to  produce 
pyrogen-free  water  consistently.  Mr. 
Wilkinson,  while  agreeing  that  sterility 
testing  had  a  doubtful  value,  joined 
issue  over  pyrogens,  which  he  said 
could  creep  into  the  products  at  any 
stage,  making  it  necessary  for  a  manu- 
facturer to  be  able  to  prove  in  court, 
should  a  rigor  occur  following  ad- 
ministration of  one  of  his  products, 
that  tests  had  been  carried  out. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft,  London, 
pointed  out  that  hospital  pharmacists 
were  obliged  to  prepare  injections  that 
were  not  commercially  profitable. 
With  a  certain  mannitol  injection,  the 
manufacturer  of  the  basic  ingredient 
had  been  asked  to  supply  guaranteed 
pyrogen-free  material.  When  rigor 
occurred  in  the  patient,  the  final  injec- 
tion had  also  been  tested  for  pyrogens 
and  found  free  of  them.  There  was 
also  a  problem  in  preventing  patients 
from  transferring  tablets  from  one 
container  to  another  bearing  a  differ- 
ent label.  A  massive  publicity  cam- 
paign, directed  at  both  the  public  and 
medical  profession,  might  have  to  be 
launched  if  that  practice  were  to 
continue. 

Mr.  Boyle  said  he  had  been  caused 
difficulty  through  the  incompatibility 
of  some  ointment  bases,  for  instance 
diluting  a  water-in-oil  with  an  oil-in- 
water  cream.  It  would  be  helpful  if 
manufacturers  of  proprietary  creams 
and  ointments  indicated  suitable  dilu- 
ents. Mr.  Smith  agreed  that  often  less 
was  known  about  ointment  bases  than 
about  other  vehicles.  The  only  safe 
procedure  when  in  doubt  was  to  con- 
tact the  manufacturer.  Mr.  T.  M. 
French,  London,  was  warned  by  Mr. 
Smith  against  accepting  any  rule-of- 
thumb  guide  to  the  sterilisation  of  a 
strange  substance  intended  for  injec- 
tion.  A  variety  of  routes,   he  said, 


might  lead  to  deterioration.  Only  the 
manufacturer  of  the  substance  could 
help.  Mr.  Wilkinson's  suggestion  was : 


ABOUT  seventy  pharmacists  attended 
the  first  conference  of  Scottish  hospital 
pharmacists,  held  in  Dunblane,  Perths, 
April  24-26. 

Sir  Kenneth  Cowan  (recently  chief 
medical  officer,  Scottish  Home  and 
Health  Department)  praised  the  work 
done  by  hospital  pharmacists  "  in  the 
Scottish  tradition." 

Professor  Alistair  G.  MacGregor 
(regius  professor  of  materia  medica 
and  therapeutics.  University  of  Aber- 
deen), speaking  on  "The  Hospital 
Pharmacist,  the  Medical  Representative 
and  the  Medical  Staff,"  held  that  medi- 
cal representatives  should  be  allowed 
access  only  to  senior  staff  and  consul- 
tants, and  that  pharmacists  should  co- 
operate with  consultants  and  statisti- 
cians in  clinical  trials.  To  avoid  errors 
between  the  prescribing  of  a  drug  and 
its  administration,  he  advocated  using 
one  document  to  record  prescribing, 
administration,  adverse  effects,  toxicity, 
etc.  Professor  MacGregor  thought  out- 
patients under  consultant  care  should 
receive  their  medicine  from  the  hos- 
pital pharmacy,  believing  that  to  be  in 
the  interests  of  both  patient  and  econ- 
omy. He  was  not  convinced  that  a  uni- 
versity degree  was  necessary  for  phar- 
macists other  than  those  holding  the 
highest  posts,  though  "  a  good  pharma- 
cist was  of  great  economic  value  to  a 
hospital." 

There  was  general  agreement  within 
four  discussion  groups  in  which  the 
conference  divided  that  medical  repre- 
sentatives should  see  only  senior  staff — 
by  appointment  made  through  the  chief 
pharmacist  —  and  that  no  samples 
should  be  left  at  ward  level.  All  pre- 
scriptions should  be  written  and  signed 
by  prescriber  and  the  suggested  system 
of  records  was  worth  trying.  Qualifica- 
tion at  two  levels  was  to  be  deplored, 
and  the  basic  qualification  should  be  a 
university  degree. 

Mr.  D.  H.  O.  Gemmell  (senior  lec- 
turer, Royal  College  of  Science  and 
Technology,  Glasgow),  gave  a  paper  on 
"  The  Law  and  the  Hospital  Pharma- 
cist." Unskilful  dispensing,  he  said, 
was  a  breach  of  duty  to  the  patient  not 
the  employer.  A  chief  pharmacist  was 
not  in  all  circumstances  responsible  for 
negligence  of  an  assistant  pharmacist. 

A  paper  by  Mr.  A.  A.  MacIver  (sec- 
retary and  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
management,  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary 
and  Associated  Hospitals)  was  on  "  The 
Role  of  the  Chief  Pharmacist  as  seen 
through  the  Eyes  of  the  Administra- 
tor." He  believed  the  chief  pharmacist, 
in  co-operation  with  his  board  of  man- 
agement, should  define  the.  function  and 
scope  of  his  department  and  make  clear 
its  objects;  should  manage  his  own  de- 
partment so  as  to  make  efficient  and 
economical  use  of  his  staff;  should 
"  establish  a  staff  relationship  with 
other  departments ";  should  analyse 
critically  the  services  given  by  his  de- 
partment; should  advise  his  board  on 
the  space  required  for  an  efficient  ser- 
vice by  his  department;  should  advise 


"  if  it  goes  into  solution,  sterilise  by 
filtration  until  you  have  time  to  test 
other  methods." 


on  the  staffing,  recruitment  and  train- 
ing, and  should  be  responsible  for  pur- 
chasing drugs  and  other  supplies  and 
give  advice  on  economic  methods  of 
ordering.  He  must  be  familiar  with  re- 
ports of  any  committees  that  had  con- 
sidered those  matters. 

In  Scotland  he  had  a  responsibility 
to  the  board  of  management,  through 
the  medical  superintendent,  though  in 
his  purchasing  activities  he  was  respon- 
sible to  the  secretary  and  treasurer. 

In  group  discussion  it  was  pointed 
out  that  main  responsibility  for  the 
cost  of  drugs  lay  with  the  prescriber. 
A  suggestion  that  group  chief  pharma- 
cists should  be  appointed  was  received 
with  mixed  feelings.  Finally  Dr.  R.  P. 
Edkins  (Organon  Laboratories,  Ltd.), 
summarised  "  Latest  Developments  in 
the  Field  of  Hormones." 

DRUG  SAFETY 
American  pharmacists  seek  reform 

IN  the  interest  of  public  safety,  drugs 
should  be  reclassified  into  four  classes 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion has  urged  the  United  States  Con- 
gress. Testifying  before  a  Congress- 
ional committee.  Dr.  William  S.  Apple 
(executive  director  of  the  association), 
said:  "  It  would  be  a  real  tragedy — in 
our  concern  with  the  safety  and  effi- 
cacy of  those  new  drugs  which  by 
federal  law  must  be  dispensed  on  pre- 
scription order — if  we  overlooked  the 
drugs  which  do  not  require  a  prescrip- 
tion order.  There  are  times  when 
patients  innocently  jeopardise  their 
health  or  life  by  taking  proprietary 
preparations  that  are  incompatible 
with  the  prescription  medication 
which  has  been  ordered  by  their 
physician."  The  four  classes  of  drugs 
recommended  by  the  association  are: 

1.  Drugs  to  be  dispensed  on  prescrip- 
tion order  and  renewable  only  at  the 
prescriber's  discretion ; 

2.  Drugs  to  be  initially  dispensed  on 
prescription  order  only,  but  renew- 
able at  the  pharmacist's  discretion; 

3.  Drugs  to  be  dispensed  personally  by 
the  pharmacist  at  the  request  of  the 
patient ;  and 

4.  Drugs  to  be  directly  available  to  the 
public  without  professional  direction 
or  control. 

In  other  testimony  Dr.  Apple  said 
"  The  public  has  been  led  to  believe 
that  because  a  drug  does  not  require 
a  prescription  or  is  available  in  places 
other  than  pharmacies,  it  can  be  con- 
sidered safe.  Northing  is  father  from 
the  truth."  The  association  has  taken 
the  position  that  a  large  number  of 
proprietary  preparations  now  being 
sold  in  places  other  than  pharmacies 
should  be  available  only  from  pharma- 
cists in  pharmacies.  This  would  be 
covered  by  one  of  the  recommended 
categories  of  the  reclassification  pro- 
posal. At  the  present  time  in  the 
United  States,  under  federal  law,  there 
are  only  two  classes  of  drugs,  those 
which  require  a  prescription  order 
and  those  which  do  not.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

COMMANDER  John  Kerans  asked 
the  Home  Secretary  if  he  would  intro- 
duce legislation  to  prevent  the  stealing 
of  cats  for  use  in  laboratories  and  if 
he  would  make  a  statement.  Mr. 
Henry  Brooke  (Home  Secretary),  in  a 
written  answer  on  May  14  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Inquiry  which  he 
appointed  in  May  1963  to  consider 
the  present  control  over  experiments 
on  living  animals.  He  said  the  Com- 
mittee was  also  examining  the  ques- 
tion of  supply  of  animals  for  experi- 
mental purposes.  Mr.  Brooke  also 
pointed  out  that  the  theft  of  animals 
was  already  an  offence  under  the 
ordinary  laws  of  larceny. 

Stolen  EC10  Forms 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Mini- 
ster of  Health  on  May  6,  how  many 
EC10  forms  had  been  reported  as  lost 
by  general  practitioners  in  each  of 
the  past  five  years,  and  what  propor- 
tion he  estimated  had  been  stolen.  Mr. 
Barber  said  that  action  on  reported 
cases  of  loss  or  theft  was  taken  locally, 
and  the  information  requested  was  not 
centrally  available. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Trade  Mark  Infringement 

In  the  High  Court,  London,  on  May 
12,  Steiner  Products,  Ltd.,  Grosvenor 
Street,  London,  W.l,  were  granted  an 
interlocutory  order  restraining  Willy 
Steiner,  Ltd.,  hairdressers,  High  Street, 
Newport,  Monmouthshire,  from  in- 
fringing their  trade  mark  Steiner.  The 
judge  said  his  order  would  not  preclude 
the  defendant  company  from  using  hair 
lacquer  in  containers  bearing  the  words 
"  Willy  Steiner "  in  their  hairdressing 
business,  but  would  prevent  their  selling 
such  containers  to  the  public.  The  order 
continues  until  judgment  in  the  pend- 
ing action.  For  Steiner  Products,  Ltd., 
it  was  said  that  Willy  Steiner,  Ltd., 
whose  managing  director  was  Mr.  Willy 
Steiner,  had  ladies'  hairdressing  salons 
in  South  Wales  and  the  West  of  Eng- 
land. Recently  they  had  been  selling  in 
their  salons  hair  lacquer  in  pink  con- 
tainers with  the  name  "  Willy  Steiner  " 
in  red,  closely  resembling  the  plain- 
tiffs' distinctive  containers.  For  Messrs. 
Willy  Steiner,  the  use  of  the  words 
':  Willy  Steiner "  was  said  to  be  a 
bona-fide  use  of  the  company's  own 
name.  Their  label  bore  little  resem- 
blance to  that  of  the  plaintiffs;  and 
there  had  been  no  confusion.  The 
judge  said  he  thought  that  Steiner  Pro- 
ducts, Ltd.,  were  entitled  to  an  order 
restraining  infringement  of  trade  mark, 
but  not  to  an  order  restraining  "  pass- 
ing off."

WEST  SURREY  N.P.U. 
Annual  Supper  Meeting 

An  address,  "  Modern  Aspects  of  Phar- 
macy," was  given  to  the  West  Surrey 
Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  at  its  annual  supper  meeting  at 
Guildford  on  April  29.  Mr.  G.  H. 
David  (chairman,  N.P.U.  marketing 
policy  committee)  mentioned  support 
given  by  the  N.P.U.  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  efforts  to  improve  mem- 
bers' status.  Mr.  David  argued  that 
pharmacists  should  be  paid  for  their 
National  Health  Service  work  on  the 
basis  of  their  training  and  knowledge. 
To  justify  high  salaries  they  should 
accept  their  professional  responsibili- 
ties. Good  pharmacist-wholesaler  rela- 
tionships were  important  and  pharma- 
cists who  "  controlled  "  wholesalers  and 
manufacturers  should  be  prepared  to 
help  those  who  helped  pharmacists  by 
adopting  a  "  chemist  only "  policy. 
Rethinking  was  needed  if  private  che- 
mists were  to  survive.  By  being  flexible 
and  efficient  pharmacists  would  flourish. 

TUNBRIDGE  WELLS 

Whither  Pharmacy  ? 

For  his  talk  to  the  Tunbridge  Wells 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
at  East  Grinstead,  on  April  8,  Mr. 
A.  G.  M.  Madge  chose  to  "  look 
ahead  "  at  the  future  of  pharmacy.  He 
said  that  since  1841  membership  of  the 
Society  had  increased  by  approxi- 
mately thirty  fold,  but  the  number  of 
Council  members  remained  the  same. 
Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  Council's 
work  the  number  of  Council  members 
should  be  increased.  Because  of  the 
increasing  number  of  employee  phar- 
macists the  Council  did  not  now  re- 
flect the  position  of  pharmacy.  He 
suggested  a  term  of  office  of  five  years 
and  four  extra  places,  one  each  being 
allocated  to  representatives  of  hospital 
pharmacists,  private  retail  employees, 
company  or  co-operative  employees, 
teaching  or  research  pharmacists.  On 
the  matter  of  finance  Mr.  Madge  sug- 
gested that  the  Society  should  have  a 
five  year  budaet  or  a  new  financial 
survey.  Considering  the  position  of 
emplovee  pharmacists  in  the  N.H.S., 
Mr.  Madge  wondered  whether  repre- 
sentatives could  be  found  for  them  on 
the  contractors  committee  even  if  only 
as  observers.  "We  must  face  the  issue 
of  limitation  of  pharmacies,"  he  said. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  must  press 
the  Government  for  a  guarantee  or 
compensation  fund. 


Representatives'1  Hospital  Calls 

Sir, — Your  contributor  to  "  Hospital 
Pharmacy  Forum "  (May  9,  p.  475). 
writing  of  calls  of  medical  representa- 
tives on  hospitals,  should  be  aware  of 
the  code  of  marketing  practice  of  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry.  The  code  lays  down 
clearly : 

Frequency  of  calls  on  doctors  and  hos- 
pitals and  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
made  shall  not  be  such  as  to  cause 
inconvenience.  .  .  .  The  wishes  of  senior 
medical  staff  should  be  respected  when 
making  hospital  calls. 
The   Association   is   always   ready  to 
investigate  cases  brought  to  its  notice 
of  the  code  not  being  observed.

Clinics  as  Unfair  Competitors 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  imminence  of 
the  abolition  of  resale  price  mainten- 
ance, is  this  not  a  good  time  for  retail 
chemists  to  make  a  strong  protest — at 
county  level — against  the  continuation 
of  the  now  outdated  and  unnecessary 
distribution  of  baby  foods  and  medi- 
cinal products  by  welfare  clinics  at 
cost  price?  The  proper  function  of  a 
welfare  clinic  is  surely  to  give  advice 
to  young  mothers  who  are  somehow 
not  capable  of  supervising  the  pro- 
gress of  their  children  by  themselves. 
The  slump  years  of  the  early  thirties 
are  no  longer  with  us,  yet  we  still 
tolerate  this  cheap  distribution  of  baby 
foods,  etc.,  and  pay  our  rates  to  help 
do  it.  It  would  not  be  difficult  to 
devise  a  scheme  under  which  cases  of 
real  hardship  could  still  be  helped, 
but  it  is  quite  unfair  that  there  should 
be  a  "  free  for  all "  in  this  day  and 
age.  Whilst  on  the  subject  of  unfair 
competition  I  wonder  how  many  chem- 
ists are  aware  of  the  extent  to  which 
family-planning  clinics  are  eating  into 
the  legitimate  functions  of  the  phar- 
macist. In  this  small  town  alone  there 
are  200  women  obtaining  oral  contra- 
ceptives at  cost  price,  all  with  the 
blessing  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which  agreed  that,  though  a  scheduled 
drug,  an  oral  contraceptive  could  be 
supplied  by  F.P.C.s  with  a  doctor 
present,  and  provided  proper  records 
were  kept.  In  addition  to  oral  contra- 
ceptives F.P.C.s  supply  dutch  caps, 
contraceptive  gels  and  creams  of  all 
kinds  and  all  at  cost  price.  This  is  an 
unfair  and  iniquitous  state  of  affairs, 
and  should  be  drastically  curbed  if  not 
stopped  completely.  Perhaps  the 
Society,  which  is  not  blameless  in  this 
matter,  could  help  and  perhaps  the 
N.P.U.  might  organise  a  campaign 
forthwith.

Nomen  Proprium 

Sir, — My  letter  on  labelling  dis- 
pensed medicines  (C.  &  D..  May  2,  p. 
442)  was.  of  course,  intended  to  pro- 
voke comment  on  the  subject.  Placing 
the  name  on  dispensed  medicines  was 
not  lightly  undertaken  at  this  hospital. 


The  right  to  disclose  or  not  to  disclose 
the  name  of  a  medicine  to  the  patient 
must  remain  the  prerogative  of  the  doc- 
tor concerned.  However,  from  medical 
correspondents'  letters  to  The  Times, 
it  would  appear  that  pharmacists  in  at 
least  two  areas,  Bournemouth  and  the 
Midlands,  have  refused  to  name  dis- 
pensed medicines  even  when  instructed 
to  do  so.  All  that  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  this  area  require  is  easy  identi- 
fication, particularly  of  tablets;  that  can 
often  be  achieved  without  the  patient's 
necessarily  being  completely  aware  of 
the  name  of  the  drug.  Suitable  abbre- 
viations could  surely  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sions. The  National  Formulary  sugges- 
tion ("  Phenobarbitone  tablets.  One  to 
be  taken  at  night  ") — is  here  disliked, 
and  preference  given  to 

THE  TABLETS 

One  to  be  taken  at  night. 
Phenobarb.  \  gr. 

or 

THE  CAPSULES 

One  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. 
Librium  5  mgm. 

Such  written  names  would  be  no  more 
than  the  patient  already  sees  on  his 
prescription.  I  am  surprised  to  learn 
that  such  labelling  is  regarded  by  some 
retail  pharmacists  as  time-consuming 
and  frustrating.  The  staff  of  this  depart- 
ment carry  out  this  small  extra  duty 
in  a  second  or  so.  It  is  also  surprising 
to  learn  that  "  some  doctors  are  too 
lazy  or  too  uninterested  to  keep  proper 
records.'"  I  understand  that  all  practi- 
tioners in  Southampton  keep  such  re- 
cords, and  will  continue  to  do  so,  but 
they  do  not  always  have  these  records 
with  them  when  they  visit  the  patient's 
home.  In  addition,  the  hospital  con- 
sultant making  a  domiciliary  visit  can- 
not always  know  what  has  been  pre- 
scribed for  a  patient.  Accidental  over- 
dose is  much  easier  to  treat  when  the 
name  of  the  drug  is  readily  available. 
May  I  quote  one  doctor  who  wrote 
about  such  labelling:  "I  have  found 
during  the  past  two  years  that  the  dis- 
cussion with  a  patient  about  his  illness 
and  its  treatment  becomes  more  sensible 
and  much  quicker  than  it  used  to  be. 
Having  listened  to  many  favourable 
comments  from  my  patients  I  feel  sure 
that  at  least  the  lay  public  would  be 
behind  me  in  this  matter."

To  Hospitals  Only.  —  Smith  & 
Nephew  Research,  Ltd.,  Welwyn  Gar- 
den City,  Herts,  have  sent  to  the  editor 
of  the  British  Medical  Journal  a  state- 
ment about  the  future  availability  of 
Drazine  (phenoxypropazine).  The  letter 
recalls  that,  in  July  1963.  the  distribu- 
tion of  Drazine  was  restricted  to  men- 
tal hospitals,  pending  an  appraisal  by 
the  Committee  on  Safety  of  Drugs 
(Dunlop  Committee).  The  monoamine 
oxidase  inhibitors  were  the  subject  of 
the  Committee's  first  report,  published 
in  February,  and  the  company  has 
given  careful  consideration  to  its  re- 


commendations. The  decision  has  been 
taken  to  continue  to  make  supplies  of 
the  drug  available  to  hospitals  only. 
The  manufacturers  believe  the  use  of 
the  drug  in  hospitals  closely  fulfils  the 
requirement  of  the  Committee  that  "If 
patients  for  whom  these  drugs  are  pre- 
scribed are  under  regular  and  frequent 
observation,  the  drug  can  be  stopped 
promptly  if  any  adverse  reaction 
occurs." 

No  Supply  to  Supermarkets. — G.  B. 

Kent  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  24  Old  Bond  Street, 
London,  W.l,  point  out  that,  despite 
insinuations  to  the  contrary  (which 
they  regard  as  a  compliment  to  both 
product  sales  and  company  policy),  they 
do  not  supply  supermarkets  in  Britain. 
A  reference  to  supermarkets  in  the 
company's  catalogue  relates  to  over- 
seas markets  only,  in  which  methods 
of  trading  are  somewhat  different  from 
those  in  Britain.  So  far  as  the  United 
Kingdom  is  concerned,  "  there  is  not 
one  supermarket  with  a  Kent  brush 
to  sell,"  for  that  would  represent  a 
departure  from  the  company's  unique 
distribution  policy  of  supplying  direct 
to  the  pharmaceutical  profession  only 
(and  to  selected  department  stores). 
Messrs.  Kent  state  that  they  have 
always  felt  that  to  be  the  only  sensible 
way  of  developing  a  lasting  business 
relationship  of  mutual  benefit  (and  the 
envy  of  others).  The  company's  litera- 
ture proclaims  that  95  per  cent,  of 
their  tooth-brush  sales  are  through 
pharmacists.  That  is  the  situation  today, 
and  "  that  will  be  the  situation  in  the 
future."

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Dietetics  as  a  Department 

Unfortunately  for  their  true  importance,  the  subjects 
of  diet,  dietetics  and  nutrition  have  all  had  a  powerful 
attraction  for  the  faddist,  pseudo  expert  and  crank. 
Unfortunately,  too,  one  other  aspect  of  nutrition — that 
of  slimming — has  often  been  embroiled  in  the  vagaries 
of  fashion.  The  result  is  that  members  of  the  public 
who  need  seriously  to  study  problems  of  diet  often  find 
it  difficult  to  obtain  unbiassed  and  factual  help  from 
within  their  family  circle,  in  which  diets  prescribed  in 
general  terms  must  be  translated  into  practical  meals 
that  make  due  allowance  for  a  patient's  preferences 
and  idiosyncrasies. 

The  subject  is  essentially  one,  therefore,  in  which  the 
pharmacist,  to  quote  the  recent  report  of  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Central  and  Scottish  Health  Service 
Council  (see  p.  531),  "  is  in  a  key  position  and  has  both 
the  opportunity  and  the  responsibility  for  offering 
advice  in  the  light  of  the  principles  of  good  health." 
This  special  issue  of  the  C.  &  D.  may  be  regarded  as 
a  symposium  centred  upon  the  authoritative  survey  by 
Dr.  Prescott  of  the  place  of  dietetics  in  modern  therapy. 
The  aspect  of  slimming  is  dealt  with  in  a  special  article 
showing  the  unique  opportunities  pharmacists  have  in 
this  field,  and  with  other  contributions  which  it  is 
hoped  will  be  found  helpful.  The  market  for  such  pro- 
ducts is  an  expanding  one  that  many  chemists  have  not 
yet  fully  explored,  though  many  have  touched  its 
fringes  with  such  enterprises  as  a  baby  corner  or  a 
display  of  diabetic  requisites.  The  time  has  come  to 
exploit  the  market  more  intensively  and  we  hope  this 
week's  C.  &  D.  pages  will  assist  towards  that  objective. 

Patents  and  Trade  Marks  in  1963 

Patent  applications  during  1963  again  reached  a  record 
total  (51,468  against  49,187  in  1962).  The  Comptroller- 
General's  annual  Report  for  1963  on  the  work  of  the 
Patent  Office  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  9d.), 
records  that  30,148  patents  were  sealed  during  the  year, 
against  27„721.  More  than  23,000  complete  specifications 
again  claimed  Convention  priority,  indicating  that  the 
system  is  being  used  increasingly  for  the  protection  of 
inventions  from  abroad.  The  increase  in  applications 
was  shared  fairly  evenly  between  the  United  Kingdom 
and  overseas  countries.  Significant  rises  were  in  applica- 
tions from  Japan  (from  721  to  1,077)  and  the  Soviet 
Union  (from  only  twenty-seven  to  206).  The  United 
States  accounted  for  1 1,020  applications  (10,602  in  1962), 
and  there  were  6,108  from  Germany,  2,179  from  France, 


and  1,449  from  Switzerland.  A  total  of  37,225  unexam- 
ined specifications  at  the  beginning  of  1963  was  reduced 
to  36,453  by  the  end,  despite  a  rise  of  2,210  in  the 
number  of  complete  specifications  filed  (nearly  double 
that  of  1962).  Activity  was  maintained  or  increased  in 
most  fields  of  invention.  In  the  chemical  field,  one 
development  noted  was  in  inorganic  substances  having 
infra-red  transmitting  characteristics,  and  there  was  a 
revived  activity  in  synthetic  analgesics  and  hypotensive 
agents,  and  drugs  for  the  cure  or  prevention  of  cocci- 
diosis  in  poultry.  In  the  field  of  artificial  respiration, 
forced  breathing  (pumping  air  through  the  mouth  and/ 
or  nose),  showed  a  tendency  to  supplant  earlier  tech- 
niques, and  there  were  devices  designed  to  avoid  direct 
contact  with  patients  in  "  mouth-to-mouth "  resuscita- 
tion. There  was  unusual  activity  in  the  use  of  additives 
in  cigarette  filters  and  tobacco  to  combat  lung  cancer 
risks. 

Trade-mark  applications  in  1963  numbered  over 
14,000,  rather  fewer  than  in  the  peak  year  of  1960,  when 
more  than  15,000  applications  were  submitted.  The 
greatest  number  of  registrations  (947  registered,  1,097 
advertised)  were  again  in  Class  5  (pharmaceutical,  medi- 
cinal, surgical  and  sanitary  substances).  The  correspond- 
ing figures  for  1962  being  951  and  1,052;  1,828  came 
from  the  United  States  (more  than  from  any  other  coun- 
try abroad).  It  is  evident  that  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  continues  to  rely  upon  the  commercial  advan- 
tages bestowed  by  patents  and  trade  marks,  in  spite  of 
the  Minister  of  Health's  continued  use  of  section  46  of 
the  Patents  Act,  1949.

Vitamins  and  Coenzymes

Virtually  an  expanded  outgrowth  of  a  chapter  written  by 
the  authors  for  Alfred  Burger's  "  Medicinal  Chemistry," 
published  in  1 960,  the  book  is  the  first  for  some  time  to  treat 
comprehensively  its  subject.  It  deals  with  the  isolation,  struc- 
ture, determination,  synthesis,  metabolic  role,  biological  acti- 
vities, nutritional  and  therapeutic  functions  in  animals  and 
humans  of  the  great  majority  of  confirmed  vitamins  and 
coenzymes.  The  authors  have  included  much  summarised 
information  of  historical  and  retrospective  research  interest. 
A  new  chapter  discusses  the  coenzyme  Q  (or  ubiquinone) 
group.  There  are  in  addition  indexes  of  both  authors  and 
subjects. 

Cooking  for  Special  Diets 

bee  nilson.    Penguin   Books,  Ltd.,  Harmondsworth,

Bee  Nilson  (senior  lecturer  in  nutrition  at  the  Northern 
Polytechnic,  London)  has  written  this  book  as  a  help  to 
those  who  have  to  carry  out  doctors'  advice  on  dietary 
treatments.  It  could  therefore  well  be  included  on  the  book- 
shelves of  any  pharmacist  who  wishes  to  have  on  hand  an 
inexpensive  reference  book  on  the  subject.  Short,  simple 
descriptions  are  given  of  various  diseases,  followed  by  the 
reasons  for  prescribing  various  diets.  Many  references  are 
made  to  branded  products,  and  a  list  of  manufacturers' 
names  and  addresses  is  given  in  an  appendix.  For  a  number 
of  items  readers  are  referred  to  their  chemist,  and  in  the 
chapter  "  Diseases  of  the  Cardio-vascular  System  "  a  formula 
is  given  for  a  sodium-free  baking  powder  with  the  hint 
"  Any  chemist  will  make  this  up  for  you."  [The  formula  is : 
Potassium  bicarbonate,  38-8  gm.:  starch,  28  gm.;  tartaric 
acid,  7-5  gm.;  potassium  bitartrate,  56-1  gm.].  About  half 
the  book  is  taken  up  with  recipes,  all  of  which  have  been 
tested  by  the  author  and  by  the  student  dietitians  in  the 
college.

Compulsory  purchase  of  a  Cheshire  pharmacy 


■  i  VERY  week  for  more  than  sixty  years  the  postman 
rH  has  dropped  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  through 
A— /  the  letter-box  of  the  Witton  pharmacy  in  Northwich. 
Ches.  but  May  1  saw  the  last  copy  delivered  to  that  address. 
J.  W.  Deakin,  Ltd.,  the  owners  of  the  pharmacy,  have  had 
to  close  down  through  a  compulsory  purchase  order  served 
by  the  local  council.  In  a  few  months'  time  the  premises, 
which  have  housed  a  pharmacy  since  1828.  are  being 
demolished  to  make  way  for  a  wider  road  in  the  town's 
development  scheme.  As  a  consequence  Mr.  H.  Wallington 
(managing  director)  has  retired,  and  his  manager  for  the 
past  sixteen  years  (Mr.  S.  Jones)  has  opened  on  his  own 
account  in  nearby  premises  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  2,  p.  439). 
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room  and  for  optical  work,  in  order  to  house  refugee 
children.  As  it  happened  the  threat  was  not  carried  out 
and  instead  the  rooms  were  converted  into  offices  and 
occupied  by  one  of  the  local  Government  bodies.  Many 
of  the  pharmacy  staff  were  called  up  for  war  duties,  and 
Mr.  Wallington  was  left  to  manage  single-handed  for  much 
of  the  time. 

In  his  fifty  odd  years  at  Northwich  Mr.  Wallington  re- 
ceived his  fair  share  of  peculiar  requests  from  customers 
and  recalls  two  which  recurred  frequently.  They  were 
"  chippy-choppy  "  (for  quassia  chips)  and  "  nothing  "  (for 
Armenian  bole).  When  he  retires  Mr.  Wallington  has  set 
himself  the  task  of  totalling  up  the  number  of  customers 
that  have  been  served  in  the  pharmacy  over  the  past  half 
century.  A  daily  total  has  been  kept  ever  since  he  went  to 
Northwich. 

Another  Northwich  pharmacy,  that  of  Mr.  S.  M.  Bostock, 
1  Dane  Street,  was  closed  down  in  January  for  the  same 
reason.

Mr.  Wallington.  who  was  apprenticed  in  Warrington, 
qualified  in  1909.  worked  in  Birmingham  and  Southport 
before  going  to  the  pharmacy  in  1911  to  join  Mr.  J.  W. 
Deakin.  Mr.  Deakin  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  (now  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union),  and  was  elected  its  first  chairman  in  1921,  though 
tragically  he  was  never  to  serve  in  that  office :  while  thank- 
ing the  members  of  the  committee  for  his  election  he  col- 
lapsed and  died  within  a  few  hours.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council,  of  which  he  was  also  a  member,  in  its 
tribute  to  him  at  the  time,  described  him  as  "  a  great 
champion  of  the  interests  of  pharmacists  and  an  ardent 
defender  of  their  privileges." 

The  Northwich  business  was  founded  by  a  Mr.  Woolsten- 
croft  to  whom  Mr.  Deakin  was  apprenticed  and  from  whom 
he  later  acquired  it.  On  Mr.  Deakin's  death  the  business 
was  turned  into  a  limited  company  with  Mr.  Wallington 
as  managing  director.  The  1939-45  war  brought  its  problems 
to  the  business,  as  it  did  to  many  other  pharmacies.  There 
was  a  threat  by  the  local  authority  to  requisition  the  rooms 
above  the  shop,  which  at  that  time  were  used  as  a  store-

DIETETICS  II 


MODERN  THERAPY 


A DIET  that  is  theoretically  suitable  but  is  unappetising, 
or  frankly  uneatable,  has  no  place  in  therapeutics.  It 
is  essential  when  devising  diets  to  make  sure  that  the 
food  is  appetising  as  well  as  nutritious.  All  large  hospitals 
today  have  one  or  more  dieticians  on  the  staff  to  devise 
diets  suitable  for  the  treatment  of  disease  and  at  the 
same  time  to  see  that  the  food  is  palatable  and  properly 
balanced.  In  reducing  the  intake  of  certain  articles  of  diet, 
such  as  fats,  which  is  sound  treatment  for  patients  with, 
say,  disease  of  the  biliary  tract  or  the  pancreas,  the  intake 
of  fat-soluble  vitamins  will  also  be  reduced.  The  diet  is 
then  unbalanced.  As  a  result  the  patient  may  suffer  from 
another  disease,  such  as  osteoporosis,  due  to  deficiency  of 
one  of  those  vitamins.  Before  the  function  of  vitamin  C 
was  discovered  it  was  not  unknown  for  patients  with  peptic 
ulcer  living  on  a  diet  consisting  largely  of  milk,  fish  and 
eggs,  to  exchange  their  ulcer  for  scurvy. 

Diet  in  Cardiovascular  Disease 

There  has  recently  been  much  argument  over  the  advis- 
ability of  restricting  the  fat  and  cholesterol  intake  of 
patients  with  atherosclerosis  and  coronary  artery  disease. 
Certainly  the  incidence  of  coronary-artery  disease  is  lower 
among  primitive  peoples  living  on  foodstuffs  low  in  fat, 
and  largely  of  vegetable  origin,  than  among  those  living 
in  so-called  developed  countries,  in  which  the  diet  contains 
a  large  amount  of  cholesterol-containing  animal  fat.  The 
serum  cholesterol  is  also  lower  in  the  primitive  peoples. 
In  a  recent  survey  on  St.  Kitts  in  the  West  Indies  the  inci- 
dence of  ischaemic  heart  disease  attributable  to  coronary 
atherosclerosis  or  thrombosis  was  found  to  be  1  per  cent, 
in  men  aged  forty  to  forty-nine  years.  The  people  of  that 
island  live  on  a  diet  low  in  calories  and  fat.  The  incidence 
of  ischaemic  heart  disease  among  men  of  the  same  age 
group  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  much  greater. 

A  recent  survey  in  Britain  showed  that  narrowing  of  the 
coronary  arteries  occurred  in  32  per  cent,  of  men  aged 
forty  to  forty-nine  years,  but  not  all  of  them  had  clinically 
manifest  heart  disease.  The  causes  of  coronary  heart  disease 
are,  however,  complex  and  a  high  fat  diet  is  only  one  of 
them.  Heredity,  bodily  activity,  hypertension  and  smoking 
are  other  factors. 


The  reduction  or  control  of  fat  consumption,  with  reason- 
able substitution  of  poly-unsaturated  for  saturated  fats,  is 
recommended  as  a  possible  means  of  preventing  coronary 
heart  disease  and  strokes,  although  it  is  like  locking  the 
stable  door  after  the  horse  has  gone.  Dietary  restrictions 
should  begin  when  young,  but  who  knows  when  he  is 
young  that  he  may  be  a  potential  candidate  for  coronary 
heart  disease  later  in  life?  Wise  selection  and  moderation  in 
eating  are  advisable  at  all  ages.  Certainly  those  who  are 
overweight  should  have  a  reducing  diet  if  they  have  any 
form  of  heart  disease;  the  extra  weight  throws  a  strain  on 
the  heart. 

A  diet  moderate  in  calories  and  fat  and  in  particular 
substitution  of  unsaturated  fat  for  a  substantial  part  of  the 
saturated  fat.  is  recommended  for  men  who  have  a  strong 
family  history  of  atherosclerosis,  a  raised  blood  pressure 
and  are  overweight.  But  fat  is  an  economical  and  whole- 
some food,  and  significant  changes  in  the  diet  should  only 
be  undertaken  under  medical  supervision.  A  surfeit  of 
calories  from  carbohydrate  probably  does  as  much  harm 
as  a  surfeit  of  fat,  for  diets  containing  an  excessive  amount 
of  carbohydrate  raise  the  level  of  blood  sugar  and  cause 
excessive  release  of  insulin,  which  might  in  due  course 
lead  to  disturbances  in  fat  and  carbohydrate  metabolism. 

The  patient  with  any  form  of  heart  disease  must  keep 
the  weight  down.  The  expectation  of  life  of  the  heart  patient 
is  not  good,  and  it  is  decidedly  poorer  if  obesity  is  added. 
In  many  forms  of  heart  disease,  particularly  in  cardiac 
failure,  calories  are  reduced  to  meet  the  decreased  energy 
needs,  and  sodium  chloride  and  water  are  restricted  to 
reduce  oedema.  A  reduction  of  sodium  means  eliminating 
not  only  salt  from  the  diet  directly,  but  also  reducing  the 
intake  of  milk,  cheese,  bacon,  preserved  and  canned  foods, 
and  eating  salt-free  bread  and  butter. 

Diabetes 

The  dietetic  treatment  of  diabetes  has  undergone  con- 
siderable modifications  since  the  introduction  of  insulin  and 
the  hypoglycaemic  drugs.  Before  the  advent  of  insulin  all 
sugar  and  all  carbohydrate  were  omitted.  Even  then  many 
patients  died  early  in  life  from  the  disease.  Insulin  brought 
more   variety   into   the   diabetic's   diet.   They  were  now 
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allowed  carbohydrate  in  moderation,  from  120  to  250  gm. 
daily,  according  to  age  and  the  type  of  diabetes.  Men  doing 
heavy  work  and  growing  children  required  much  more.  The 
hypoglycemic  drugs  were  developed  in  Germany,  where,  it 
it  said,  diabetics  welcomed  them  because  they  ate  what  they 
liked  and  took  enough  tablets  to  keep  the  urine  free  from 
sugar.  That,  however,  was  not  good  treatment.  The  diabetic, 
particularly  the  middle-aged  and  obese,  still  needs  to  re- 
strict carbohydrate  intake,  even  when  taking  hypoglycaemic 
drugs  such  as  chlorpropamide  and  tolbutamide.  If  a  diabetic 
is  underweight  and  blood  sugar  levels  are  satisfactory  after 
treatment  with  a  hypoglycemic  drug,  a  gradual  increase  of 
calorie  and  carbohydrate  intake  is  advisable. 

Many  mild  diabetics,  particularly  the  obese  ones,  can  be 
controlled  by  diet  alone,  that  is  by  restricting  calories  and 
carbohydrate.  Insulin  resistance  of  the  overweight  diabetic 
is  related  to  the  obesity,  and  if  the  weight  is  reduced  by 
dieting,  the  symptoms  often  disappear  and  blood  sugar 
levels  return  to  normal.  The  diet  given  these  patients  pro- 
vides about  1,000  to  1,750  calories  daily,  with  100  to  120 
gm.  of  carbohydrate.  Many  patients  fail  to  co-operate, 
some  for  financial  reasons — such  diets  are  expensive  as 
they  contain  a  considerable  amount  of  protein — others 
because  their  personalities  or  environment  make  dieting 
difficult.  The  diabetes  is  not  cured  by  dieting;  the  glucose 
tolerance  curve  is  still  diabetic  in  type,  although  the  actual 
blood  sugar  levels  are  lower.  If  the  patient's  weight  should 
increase  the  diabetes  returns. 

Obesity 

While  it  is  not  a  disease,  obesity  shortens  life,  as  the 
figures  of  insurance  companies  show.  Obesity  also  shortens 
the  life  of  those  with  other  diseases,  such  as  cardiovascular 
disease  and  diabetes,  and  it  certainly  adds  to  the  disability 
of  patients  with  rheumatism  and  limb  deformities.  It 
places  a  greatly  increased  burden  on  the  heart,  circulation 
and  weight-bearing  joints. 

Most  cases  of  obesity  are  due  to  over-eating;  there  are 
very  few  due  to  endocrine  disease.  Normally  there  is  a 
very  nice  adjustment  between  appetite  and  calorie  needs, 
but  we  eat  the  foods  we  like,  or  in  other  words  we  eat  for 
palatability.  The  food  technologist  has  made  many  palat- 
able foodstuffs  with  a  high  carbohydrate  content,  such  as 
sweets,  chocolates,  ice  cream,  biscuits,  cakes  and  sweetened 
drinks,  all  of  which  supply  little  else  but  carbohydrate  and 
calories.  According  to  some  authorities  some  of  the  ailments 
of  civilisation,  such  as  obesity,  dental  decay,  myocardial 
infarction,  peptic  ulceration,  and  diabetes,  are  at  least  in 
part  caused  by  the  fact  that  our  diet  contains  too  much 
carbohydrate.  Foods  rich  in  protein  are  dear,  those  rich  in 
carbohydrate  are  cheap,  so  that  generally  speaking,  those 
who  spend  less  on  food  tend  to  be  obese,  because  it  is  the 
foods  with  a  high  carbohydrate  content  that  are  fattening. 
In  addition  many  persons  with  increasing  age  and  reduced 
physical  activity  continue  to  eat  a  diet  which  at  an  earlier 
age  just  met  the  needs  of  bodily  activity.  There  is  general 
agreement  that  the  body  weight  should  not  exceed  10  per 
cent,  more  than  the  ideal  weight  at  age  thirty  to  thirty-five. 
That  figure  cannot  be  categorically  stated  in  lb.,  because 
weight  depends,  among  other  things,  upon  the  body 
"  frame,"  height  and  sex. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  reduce  weight  and  that  is  to 
reduce  calorie  intake.  As  carbohydrates  make  the  biggest 
contribution  to  calories  in  the  diet,  and  on  a  weight  for 
weight  basis,  are  consumed  more  than  fat  or  protein  by  the 
average  person,  they  are  usually  singled  out  for  omission 
in  weight-reducing  diets.  But  a  general  reduction  in  the 
level  of  food  intake  can  be  just  as  effective.  Although  it 
supplies  approximately  twice  as  many  calories  as  carbo- 
hydrate, fat  is  not  easily  eliminated  from  the  diet  as  it 
makes  food  palatable. 

Body  fat  retains  a  considerable  amount  of  water,  but  this 
should  never  be  restricted  in  weight-reducing  diets.  Nor 
should  salt,  which  is  water-retaining,  unless  there  is  actual 


oedema  or  water  retention.  Elderly,  moderately  obese  per- 
sons should  lose  weight  slowly,  and  in  the  case  of  children 
and  pregnant  women  it  is  essential  not  to  deprive  them  of 
essential  dietary  constituents  as  well,  such  as  minerals  and 
vitamins,  which  should  be  given  as  a  supplement  in  a 
palatable  form. 

A  simple  initial  step  in  reducing  weight  is  the  provi- 
sion of  a  diet  of  1,000  to  1,500  calories,  depending  on  the 
activity  of  the  individual  and  80  to  120  gm.  of  protein 
daily.  The  carbohydrate  intake  can  be  considerably  reduced 
by  drastically  reducing  the  amount  of  bread  and  milk  con- 
sumed and  by  omitting  potatoes,  cakes,  pastries,  puddings, 
sweets,  cereals,  biscuits,  sugar  in  all  its  forms,  jam  and 
honey.  Alcohol  and  butter  provide  calories  and  are  best 
reduced,  if  not  omitted.  Exactly  a  hundred  years  ago  a 
William  Banting,  who  suffered  from  extreme  obesity,  re- 
duced his  weight  by  52  lb.  in  the  same  number  of  weeks 
by  living  on  a  diet  of  lean  meat,  fish,  tea  without  milk, 
fruit,  2  oz.  toast  daily,  and  an  occasional  glass  of  wine. 
That  diet  has  not  been  bettered  although  many  might 
consider  it  dull  and  uninteresting. 

Numerous  formula  diets  are  sold  as  "  slimming  cures." 
They  contain  sufficient  protein,  mineral  salts  and  vitamins 
to  maintain  life,  and  yield  about  900  calories  daily,  provided 
by  skimmed  milk,  a  little  sugar,  and  vegetable  oils.  Some 
contain  in  addition  methyl  cellulose  to  provide  bulk.  While 
such  preparations  are  effective  some  are  expensive,  and  no 
more  efficacious  than  a  natural  diet  of  similar  calorie 
content,  which  is  certainly  less  monotonous  and  more 
palatable. 

Inborn  Errors  of  Metabolism 

There  are  certain  diseases,  known  as  inborn  errors  of 
metabolism,  in  which  the  body  cannot  completely  break 
down  certain  metabolites.  The  first  to  be  recognised  was 
gout,  in  which  there  is  a  disturbance  of  uric  acid  meta- 
bolism. There  is  no  cure  but  the  disease  can  be  mitigated 
by  drugs  such  as  probenecid  and  colchicine,  which  assist 
the  elimination  of  uric  acid,  and  by  omitting  foods  rich 
in  nucleo-proteins  such  as  kidney,  liver,  sweetbreads  and 
brains,  all  potential  sources  of  uric  acid. 

More  recently  a  number  of  disorders  of  amino-acid  meta- 
bolism have  been  discovered,  some  of  which  lead  to  mental 
impairment  early  in  life.  Their  early  detection  and  treat- 
ment are  therefore  of  paramount  importance.  One  of  these 
is  phenylketonuria,  in  which  the  body  lacks  the  enzyme 
necessary  for  the  conversion  of  the  amino-acid  phenylala- 
nine to  hydroxyphenylalanine.  Abnormal  amounts  of 
phenylalanine  and  the  corresponding  keto-acid  phenyl- 
pyruvic  acid  are  formed  and  excreted  into  the  urine.  In 
addition  various  phenolic  acids,  indolyl-acetic  acid  and 
phenylacetyl-glutamine  are  formed.  This  metabolic  defect 
can  be  diagnosed  early  in  infancy  by  a  simple  urine  test 
with  ferric  chloride.  Some  success  has  been  obtained  by 
giving  the  infants  a  diet  of  amino-acids  containing  only 
small  amounts  of  the  amino-acid  phenylalanine.  A  number 
of  such  food  preparations  are  now  available.  They  are  made 
from  an  acid  hydrolysate  or  enzymic  digest  of  protein, 
which  is  treated  with  charcoal  and  then  supplemented  with 
fat,  carbohydrate,  vitamins  and  the  amino-acids  tyrosine, 
tryptophane,  and  methionine.  To  such  a  preparation  is 
added  the  minimum  amount  of  natural  protein  (usually 
milk),  which  provides  the  essential  requirement  of  phenyl- 
alanine for  tissue  growth  and  repair.  If  phenylketonuria  can 
be  diagnosed  and  dietetic  treatment  begun,  early  enough  in 
life,  there  is  a  good  chance  that  improvement  in  mental 
development  may  result. 

Another  disorder  of  amino-acid  metabolism  is  Hartnup 
disease,  characterised  by  a  pellagrous  rash  and  attacks  of 
ataxia.  It  is  a  hereditary  condition  due  to  a  defect  in  the 
transport  of  amino-acids  containing  a  single  amino  and  a 
single  carboxylic  acid  group.  Patients  with  the  disease  suffer 
little  disability  on  diets  containing  liberal  amounts  of  nico- 
tinic acid,  or  if  they  are  given  supplements  of  nicotinamide.

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The  slimming  market  of  today  is  young  and  vigorous.  Tremendous  development  has  taken 
place  during  the  past  decade  and  all  the  signs  suggest  a  similar  progress  in  the  ten  years  ahead. 


THE  slimming  market  of  today  is  a 
phenomenon  of  the  second  half 
of  the  twentieth  century:  the  products 
which  now  form  its  basis  have  all 
been  introduced  during  the  past  twelve 
years. 

Before  the  1939-45  war,  the  field 
was  catered  for  only  by  "  patent " 
remedies,  most  of  them  laxatives  of 
one  kind  or  another.  Other  slimming 
methods  prevalent  then  were  Turkish 
baths,  massage,  exercise  and  prescribed 
diets  of  ordinary  foods.  Only  during 
the  past  decade  has  slimming  become 
a  facet  of  dietetics.  Indeed,  slimming 
products  now  form  a  major  portion  of 
this  lucrative  market. 

The  Market 

It  is  estimated  that  12  million  women 
and  4  million  men  slim  regularly  in 
this  country.  A  generally  accepted 
medical  statistic  is  that  three  out  of 
five  adults  weigh  too  much,  so  the 
potential  market  for  slimming  pro- 
ducts number  about  30  million  adults 
alone.  Not  everybody  who  is  over- 
weight realises  it,  and  many  who  do 
are  not  bothered  sufficiently  to  take 
any  action.  On  the  other  hand,  doctors 
have  over  1  million  consultations  about 
overweight  every  year  and,  according 
to  an  estimate  published  by  the  British 
Medical  Journal,  3^  million  adults  are 
more  than  20  per  cent,  overweight. 

The  value  of  the  market  is  currently 
estimated  by  the  Financial  Times  to  be 
about  £12-£13  millions.  Of  that,  crisp- 
breads  account  for  about  £6  millions. 

Methods  and  Products 

The  most  widely  recommended 
method  of  dieting  by  women's  maga- 
zines involves  special  menus  of  con- 
ventional foods.  Different  pundits  have 
their  own  favourite  diets,  but  most  of 
them  force  the  dieter  to  do  selective — • 
and  often  expensive — shopping.  Por- 
tions have  to  be  carefully  measured 
and,  as  like  as  not,  calories  have  to  be 
counted.  The  special  menus  often  leave 
the  dieter  hungry  and  are  not  always 
nutritionally  sound.  They  hardly  come 
into  the  picture  of  the  slimming  market 
with  which  the  pharmacist  is  concerned. 

No  fewer  than  80  per  cent,  of 
patients  who  consult  their  doctors  about 
overweight  are  prescribed  "  ethical " 
products,  some  of  which  can  have  un- 
fortunate side  effects  (there  has  been 
much  adverse  publicity  of  late).  More 
and  more  doctors,  therefore,  are  be- 
ginning to  recommend  proprietary  pro- 
ducts and  preparations  that  they  can- 
not prescribe. 


SLIMMING 


it  special  facet  of 
the  dietetic 
market 

The  pharmacist  can  do  little  to  pro- 
mote the  "  ethical  "  products,  but  it  is 
much  in  his  own  interest  to  be  aware 
of  the  various  products  available  in 
the  proprietary  field.  Many  of  the 
people  who  still  consider  overweight 
to  be  of  a  too  minor  nature  to  worry 
their  doctor  about  like  to  have  advice, 
and  some,  inevitably,  turn  for  it  to 
the  pharmacist,  as  they  do  on  so  many 
other  matters.  It  is  important  not  only 
to  know  what  products  are  available, 
but  also  what  they  contain  and  how 
they  work. 

On  a  number  of  slimming  methods 
medical  opinions  tend  to  frown.  They 
include  Turkish  baths,  slimming  gar- 
ments, special  bath  salts,  massage 
creams  and  exercise.  The  methods  that 
induce  weight  loss  by  extracting  mois- 
ture from  the  body  are  usually  not 
highly  effective,  and  weight  lost  is  often 
soon  replaced.  Exercise,  though  always 
beneficial  for  other  reasons,  is  a  poor 
way  of  losing  weight.  Such  methods  are 
of  only  minor  assistance  to  slimmers 
and  are  of  little  value  to  pharmacists. 

The  actual  slimming  products  avail- 
able on  the  market  fall. into  two  cate- 
gories. First  there  are  those  that  form 
part  of,  or  augment,  a  diet  of  conven- 
tional food.  The  most  common  are  the 
crispbreads,  with  Ryvita  (Ryvita  Co., 
Ltd.)  as  brand  leader.  Energen  Foods, 
Ltd.,  specialise  in  this  field  and  offer 
starch-reduced  rolls  and  Terms  slim- 
ming biscuits  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
crispbreads. 


Other  slimming  aids  are  sugar  sub- 
stitutes, like  Sucron  (Ashe  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.),  and  proprietary  brands  of 
saccharin,  such  as  Biskoids  (British 
Chemotheutic  Products,  Ltd.),  Saxin 
(Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.),  Limmi- 
sax  (Universal  Laboratories.  Ltd.),  and 
Hermesetas  (Practical  Pharmaceuticals. 
Ltd.).  There  are  a  number  of  hunger 
alleviators,  of  which  Formula  21 
(Beecham  Proprietary  Medicines,  Ltd.) 
is  possibly  the  best  known.  Others  are 
Lissom  candies  (Marjorie  Muir  of 
London.  Ltd.),  Bisks  and  Slimso 
chocolates  (Slimaid  Products,  Ltd.). 

A  second  category  consists  of  the 
reduced-calorie  diet — a  complete  diet 
that  may  be  eaten  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  conventional  food.  They  come  in 
three  forms :  liquid,  powder  and  solid. 
The  liquid  and  powders  (which  have 
to  be  mixed  with  milk  or  water)  have 
only  a  small  share  of  the  market,  which 
is  declining  under  competition  from 
more  palatable  solid  foods,  and  the 
basic  fact  that  people  like  to  eat — 
particularly  when  on  a  diet. 

Liquid  and  powder  products  include 
Metercal  (The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.),  Biskcafe,  Biskolait,  Complan 
(Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.),  Larson's 
Swedish  milk  diet  (which  is  also  made 
in  tablet  form)  (Dendron  Distributors. 
Ltd.)  and  Dramal  (Phillips  Scott  & 
Turner).  The  solids  are  Metercal 
wafers.  Mini-Bisks,  Milical  (Fassett  & 
Johnson,  Ltd.),  and  Limmits  and  Trim- 
etts  (Leas  Cliff  Products,  Ltd..  distribu- 
tors: Universal  Laboratories,  Ltd.). 

All  those  products  are  competitive 
and  the  pharmacist  should  take  a  num- 
ber of  factors  into  account  when  selling 
them.  He  should  take  note  which  are 
the  brand  leaders,  which  are  most 
heavily  advertised,  and  which  are 
backed  by  clinical  trials.  The  repute 
of,  and  the  standards  applied  by  a 
manufacturer,  other  important  influ- 
encing factors,  and  it  is  understood 
that  Limmits  and  Trimetts,  both 
sold  by  subsidiary  companies  of  Pfizer, 
Ltd.,  are  subject  to  testing  as  stringent 
as  that  applied  to  the  company's 
"  ethical "  products. 

Market  Development 

The  first  of  the  present  type  of  slim- 
ming products  to  emerge  was  Melozets, 
followed  by  Formula  21  and  Larson's 
Swedish  milk  diet.  Metercal  then  en- 
tered the  scene,  and  the  British  market 
began  to  follow  the  pattern  of  that  of 
the  United  States,  in  which  annual 
sales  exceed  $75  millions. 

In  August  1961,  Limmits  went  into 
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national  distribution,  and  the  effect  on 
the  slimming  market  was  dramatic  and 
immediate.  Within  five  weeks  the  pro- 
duct had  become  the  brand  leader, 
and  the  slimming  market  as  a  whole 
was  stimulated  to  such  an  extent  that 
five  months  later  it  was  four  times  as 
great  as  before  the  advent  of  Limmits. 

During  1962  Limmits  continued  as 
brand  leader  outselling  all  other  slim- 
ming products  by  about  3  to  1.  In 
1963  another  stimulus  was  given  to  the 
market  by  a  major  competitor  to  Lim- 
mits: Trimetts,  causing  more  and  more 
people  to  become  aware  of  the  health 
and  social  hazards  of  overweight,  and 
of  the  convenience  of  complete  dietary 
foods. 

Promotion 

The  pharmacist  can  do  much  to  pro- 
mote slimming  products.  With  over 
thirty  different  products  to  display  it 
is  easy  to  arrange  a  special  slimming 
corner,  and  it  has  most  effect  if  it  can 
be  located  near  the  weighing  machine. 
Few  subjects  lend  themselves  so  much 
to  a  provocative  window  display. 

Related  products,  such  as  low-sugar 
preserves.  P.L.J,  lemon  juice,  and  dia- 
betic foods  all  help  to  increase  the 
dimension  of  a  display.  Baby  foods 
may  also  be  included  in  displays,  since 
childbirth  is  one  of  the  events  in  a 
woman's  life  when  weight  problems  are 
most  likely  to  arise. 

Some  of  the  manufacturers  of  slim- 
ming products  add  to  their  advertising 
by  promoting  their  products  by  provid- 


ing public  lectures  on  the  subject. 
Much  of  that  effort  is  directed  towards 
increasing  the  awareness  of  the  health 
and  social  hazards  of  overweight. 

An  aspect  of  slimming  foods  that  is 
often  overlooked  is  their  use  as  ordin- 
ary dietary  products.  Some,  because  of 
their  special  ingredients,  form  ideal 
diets  for  certain  medical  conditions. 
Complan  has  long  been  known  as  an 
invalid  diet,  and  the  complete  foods 
that  can  be  taken  in  liquid  form  are 
particularly  useful,  for  example,  to 
a  person  with  an  ulcerated  or  stenosed 
oesophagus.  Limmits  and  Trimetts. 
having  a  negligible  saturated  fat  con- 
tent, are  ideal  for  those  who  have 
suffered  from  coronary  thrombosis. 

A  small  but  increasing  use  is  de- 
veloping for  the  complete  dietary  foods 
as  meals  of  convenience.  The  palata- 
bility  of  such  foods  is  now  so  good 
that  a  whole  new  field  is  opening  up 
for  them.  It  is  known,  for  instance, 
that  they  often  now  take  the  place  of 
sandwiches  in  many  men's  lunch 
packets. 

Men,  Too 

Although  the  bulk  of  purchases  are 
made  by  women,  there  is  increasing 
evidence  to  show  that  the  slimming 
market  is  becoming  more  evenly  bal- 
anced between  the  two  sexes.  Cer- 
tainly more  women  are  now  watching 
their  husbands'  weight  as  well  as  their 
own. 

The  sale  of  slimming  products  has  a 
peak    in    the    early    summer,  when 


women  slim  to  prepare  their  figures 
for  lighter,  more  revealing  clothing. 
The  seasonality  of  the  products  is  not 
as  great  as  some  believe.  Although 
many  slim  for  social  reasons,  others 
watch  their  weight  constantly  or  have 
to  diet  for  medical  reasons.  Although, 
therefore,  the  "  social "  slimmers  are 
responsible  for  a  seasonal  peak,  the 
weight-reducers  ensure  that  sales  are 
steady  throughout  the  year. 

Today's  Major  Problem  ? 

It  is  understandable  that  overweight 
should  be  a  major  problem — some  ex- 
perts consider  it  to  be  the  major  health 
problem  of  today.  The  rising  standard 
of  living  and  increasing  affluence  have 
stimulated  the  food  market  to  produce 
more,  and  more  palatable,  products. 
The  British  people  on  the  whole  must 
now  be  eating  better  food  than  ever 
before.  That,  combined  with  increasing 
mechanisation  and  automation.  is 
gradually  producing  a  race  of  seden- 
tary persons  whose  calorie  intake  ex- 
ceeds their  requirements. 

Despite  the  tons  of  excess  weight 
that  humans  shed  each  year,  the  over- 
weight problem  is  not  decreasing.  The 
population  of  the  country  continues  to 
rise,  and  according  to  a  number  of 
medical  officers  of  health  overweight 
is  becoming  increasingly  prevalent 
amongst  school  children.  It  is  likely, 
therefore,  that  the  slimming  market  wilt 
continue  to  expand  until  there  is  a 
general  re-education  of  British  eating 
habits.

499)  means  that  the  oil  may  now 
be  produced  under  totally  air-free 
conditions.  During  the  refining  process 
the  impurities  are  removed,  colour  is  re- 
duced, and  taste  and  flavour  are  im- 
proved. The  product  is  a  cod-liver  oil 
which,  combining  highest  quality  with 
much  increased  palatibility,  can  assume 
a  more  important  role  in  dietetics. 

Cod-liver  oil,  which  is  concentrated 
by  the  cod  from  sea  algae,  occurs 
initially  in  phytoplankton  and  zoo- 
plankton.  Stored  in  the  liver  of  the  cod. 
the  oil  acts  as  a  nutritional  reserve  of 
food  that  may  be  metabolised  by  the 
cod  even  in  the  near  freezing-point 
temperature  of  its  normal  environment. 
The  oil  is  a  complicated  organic  mix- 
ture of  which,  even  today,  all  the  con- 
stituents and  their  exact  biological 
functions  are  not  known.  Its  composi-

tion  includes  vitamins  A  and  D  esters, 
vitamin  E,  polyunsaturated  fatty  gly- 
cerides.  various  sterols,  glyceryl  ethers 
and  iodine  in  trace  quantities.  The  oil 
contains  vitamin  A  and  D  in  a  natur- 
ally occurring  ratio  of  approximately 
8:1.  which  is  also  about  the  nutritional 
ratio  most  suited  to  the  human  body. 


Vitamin-A  deficiency  causes  disorga- 
nised bone  growth,  which  may  also 
affect  adjacent  nerve  tissue  and  bring 
about  degenerative  processes.  Its  pre- 
sence is  required  for  the  formation  of 
visual  purple  in  the  eye.  It  is  also 
accepted  today  as  playing  an  important 
part  in  body  growth  and  in  maintain- 
ing the  skin  and  membranes  in  a 
healthy  condition. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  present 
century,  cod-liver  oil  was  instrumental, 
as  a  rich  natural  source  of  vitamin  D. 
in  eradicating  rickets  from  Great  Bri- 
tain. The  discovery  of  its  antirachitic 
property  is  attributed  to  a  team  led  by 
Sir  Edward  Mellanby.  In  recent  years 
attention  has  again  been  focused  on 
rickets,  which  is  once  more  emerging 
as  a  health  problem.  Figures  indicative 
of  the  prevalence  of  rickets  reached  an 
all-time  low  in  1956  but  have  been  in- 
creasing ever  since.  In  the  period  be- 
tween 1948-62,  for  example,  eighty-five 
Glasgow  children  were  admitted  to 
hospital  with  rickets  definitely  diag- 
nosed. More  recently  twenty-three  simi- 
lar cases  have  been  reported  by  the 
South-east  London  group  of  hospitals. 
The  most  recent  rise  in  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  coincided  with  the  imposi- 
tion of  the  Is.  per  bottle  levy  charge.

A  RELATIVELY  recent  advance  in 
dietetics  has  been  in  the  treatment  of 
coeliac  disease  (idiopathic  steatorrhcea), 
which  is  occasionally  found  in  young 
children.  The  condition  is  characterised 
by  large,  pale,  fatty,  offensive  motions, 
the  result  of  faulty  fat  absorption.  The 
child  fails  to  progress.  In  some  cases 
the  metabolic  disturbance  continues  into 
later  life.  Because  of  the  impaired  ab- 
sorption of  other  vital  minerals  and 
vitamins  the  symptoms  are,  to  say  the 
least,  confusing  and  complicated.  Even 
before  the  true  nature  of  the  problem 
was  appreciated  it  was  recognised  that 
a  properly  chosen  diet  was  essential. 
Treatment  consisted  then  of  avoiding 
fat  and  reducing  the  carbohydrate  in- 
take, the  bulk  to  be  protein.  Concurrent 
administration  of  vitamins  was  also 
necessary.  A  clinical  observation  in 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  at  the  end  of  the 
1939-45  war  that  patients  with  coeliac 
disease  improved  during  periods  of 
bread  shortage  resulted  in  the  discovery 
that  wheat  flour  was  an  important  fac- 
tor in  the  disease.  Further  work  re- 
vealed that  the  provocative  agent  was

pact "  for  Saxin  products.  With  each 
container  of  Saxin  solution  is  included 
a  leaflet  giving  recipes  for  sweet 
dishes  for  those  who  must  adhere  to 
low-calorie  or  sugarless  diets.

gluten,  which  apparently  contains  a 
peptide  that  cannot  be  accommodated 
by  sufferers  of  the  disease.  The  Dutch 
results  have  been  since  confirmed  else- 
where, and  coeliac  patients  are  now 
found  to  progress  on  a  normal  diet  pro- 
vided it  includes  no  products  that  con- 
tain gluten. 

In  ordinary  diets  in  Great  Britain 
gluten  is  contained  in  wheat,  and  there- 
fore a  coeliac  patient  has  to  avoid  the 
usual  bread,  cakes,  and  biscuits.  Special 
wheat  starch  or  gluten-free  flour  is 
available  from  Energen  Foods,  Ltd.. 
who  also  publish  recipes  for  its  use. 
Farleys  Infant  Food,  Ltd.,  Plymouth, 
Devon,  some  time  ago  developed  an 
experimental  gluten-free  biscuit  and 
distributed  trial  samples  to  various  doc- 
tors and  hospitals.  Almost  at  once  the 
company  began  to  be  asked  to  market 
the  product,  and  in  consequence  gluten- 
free  biscuits  were  added  to  the  com- 
pany's range.  The  makers  emphasise 
that  the  product  is  not  a  gluten-free 
version  of  Farley's  rusks.  "  It  is  simply 
a  biscuit  that  a  coeliac  patient  may 
safely  eat."

and  vitamins  "  essential  for  health  and 
beauty."  The  capsules  also  contain 
methyl  cellulose  and  are  offered  in  a 
plastic  pack  containing  fifty-six  cap- 
sules. 

Health  Biscuits.  —  R.  M.  Scott 
(Ipswich),  Ltd.,  1 1  Tower  Street,  Ips- 
wich, Suffolk,  make  a  charcoal  biscuit 
in  accordance  with  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex,  1934,  and  claim  that  it 
is  "  really  pleasant  to  eat,  as  well  as 
effective."  The  wholemeal  flour  from 
which  the  biscuit  is  made  gives  it  its 
flavour  and  provides  bulk  as  a  natural 
laxative.  Messrs.  Scott's  "  Husky  "  bis- 
cuits are  described  as  "  the  wholemeal 
and  bran  natural  roughage  biscuits  for 
constipation";  and  their  "  Diabisc " 
biscuits  as  "  the  starch-reduced  biscuits 
for  dieting  and  slimming."

slice  and  "  just  right  for  those  who  must 
avoid  taking  ordinary  bread  "  (pack  of 
thirty-six);  wholemeal  rusks,  38  calories 
per  rusk  and  "  specially  suitable  for 
sufferers  from  constipation  "  (packs  of 
twelve  and  thirty-six);  and  Slymbread 
starch-reduced  wholemeal  bread,  13 
calories  to  a  slice  (pack  of  eighteen).

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


THE  Department  of  Health  is  being  asked  to  receive  a 
deputation  from  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  urging  that  Section  2  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1962,  shall  be  implemented  without  delay.  It 
had  been  learned  by  the  Council  that  the  Minister  was 
waiting  to  synchronise  the  introduction  of  the  section  with 
any  regulations  he  might  introduce  under  the  Poisons  Act, 
but  the  President  (Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly)  thought  that  the 
deliberations  of  Comhairle  na  Nimheanna  need  not  be  com- 
pleted before  the  section  was  brought  into  operation.  He 
could  not  see  how  the  issue  could  be  affected  by  the  intro- 
duction of  regulations  concerning  agricultural  poisons.  The 
work  of  the  Comhairle  was  highly  technical  and  the  final 
draft  might  not  secure  approval  before  August. 

Recruitment  Problems 

The  Council  decided,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee,  to  circularise  secondary 
schools  with  "  pulls "  of  an  article  on  pharmacy  from  a 
recent  "  Guide  to  Careers "  booklet  published  by  Irish 
Independent.  The  President  was  concerned  at  a  fall  in  the 
number  of  students  entering  pharmacy.  If  that  continued, 
he  said,  the  future  of  the  profession  could  be  seriously 
affected.  The  Committee  had  felt  for  some  time  the  need 
for  contacting  secondary  schools  and  if  necessary  making 
arrangements  to  give  lectures  to  students.  The  article  in 
question  was  a  fair  statement  of  opportunities  within  the 
profession.  Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh,  supporting,  said  the  project 
represented  an  interim  measure.  What  was  really  needed 
was  a  "  selling  pamphlet."  Mr.  R.  J.  Semple  gave  a  re- 
minder that  there  were  "  only  twenty-six  counties."  "  I 
welcome  newcomers  to  pharmacy,"  he  said,  "  but  I  am  a 
bit  afraid  of  saturation  point  being  reached."  Mr.  F. 
Loughman  contended  that,  if  the  numbers  were  not  coming 
into  the  profession,  there  must  be  a  reason,  and  it  was  up 
to  the  Council  to  find  out  what  it  was.  There  might  be 
many  students  who  thought  the  pharmacy  examinations 
"  too  stiff,"  and  potential  pharmacists  might  be  asking  what 
would  they  get  out  of  the  profession  after  they  had  quali- 
fied. There  was  little  inducement  to  students  to  take  up  a 
pharmaceutical  career.  Unless  a  person  opened  a  pharmacy 
there  was  little  hope  of  equalling  the  salaries  that  could 
be  obtained  in  occupations  demanding  less  time  and  study 
in  qualifying.  Proof  that  the  examination  was  difficult 
was  afforded  by  the  fact  that  only  50  per  cent,  of  those 
taking  the  first-year  examination  in  pharmacy  had  suc- 
ceeded, though  all  were  of  leaving-certificate  standard.  Such 
results  were  bound  to  damp  the  enthusiasm  of  prospective 
students.  Mr.  Loughman  thought  that  fewer  pharmacies 
would  mean  greater  remuneration  for  those  in  retail  prac- 
tice. If  the  report  of  the  committee  investigating  the  Health 
Service  should  induce  the  Government  to  give  pharmacists 
more  business,  that  might  help  to  make  the  profession 
more  attractive.  He  deplored  the  service  provided  through 
dispensaries,  declaring  that  people  were  not  being  provided 
with  the  service  and  attention  to  which  they  were  entitled, 
and  which  they  would  receive  if  allowed  choice  of  pharma- 
cist. All  members  of  the  Oireachtas  should  be  approached 
to  see  that,  in  any  amendment  to  the  present  system,  such 
choice  was  provided. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  also  warned  members  to  relate  sup- 
ply to  demand.  There  were  about  50  per  cent,  too  many 
retail  outlets  and  if  they  were  to  be  deprived  of  cosmetics 
and  other  such  items  the  average  pharmacy  would  not  be 
able  to  pay  the  rent.  "  I  am  convinced  that  the  pharmacist 
as  such  will  be  able  to  carry  on,  not  because  of  his  training 
and  qualification,  but  only  because  of  his  sound  business 
approach  and  his  investment  in  capital."  He  was  reluctant 
to  suggest  that  any  student  should  take  up  pharmacy  at 


present,  because  the  State  apparently  did  not  recognise 
that  a  pharmacist  should  live  at  all.  He  would  like  to  relate 
the  supply  of  entrants  to  the  requirements  of  pure  phar- 
macy. Urging  members  not  to  take  too  pessimistic  a  view, 
Mr.  Walsh  said  that  they  were  making  a  mistake  in  con- 
centrating on  general  practice.  He  could  place  twenty 
pharmacists  as  representatives  in  industry — if  he  could  get 
them.  The  Society  had  a  responsibility  for  all  sections  of 
pharmacy.  In  spite  of  the  abolition  of  retail  price  main- 
tenance, he  thought  the  general  pharmacist  was  better  off 
at  present  than  he  had  ever  been.  Mr.  R.  J.  Semple  sug- 
gested sending  a  questionnaire  to  all  retail  pharmacists 
to  ascertain  whether  their  pharmacies  were  economic.  Mr. 
}.  P.  O'Donnell  gave  as  one  reason  for  the  fall  in  num- 
bers the  fact  that  members  of  the  medical  profession  were 
doing  their  own  dispensing.  Representations  should  be 
made  to  the  Irish  Medical  Association  about  that. 

The  President  did  not  think  the  entrance  examination 
any  higher  than  those  for  many  other  professions. 
Circularising  the  schools  might  give  rise  to  the  danger  of 
too  many  entrants  to  the  profession.  The  annual  intake 
was  limited  to  fifty,  and  it  would  be  up  to  the  Society 
to  regulate  the  numbers.  He  was  worried  that  the  numbers 
entering  for  the  assistants'  examination  were  being  barely 
maintained.  At  present  there  was  only  one  assistant  for 
every  twelve  pharmacies  and  the  smaller  pharmacist  could 
not  pay  the  salaries  the  assistants  were  commanding.  Mr.  C. 
Cremen  favoured  giving  the  public  only  essential  informa- 
tion on  the  qualifications  necessary. 

Control  Laboratory  Service 

During  a  discussion  on  the  need  for  a  control  laboratory 
service  to  ensure  that  all  drugs  used  in  the  Republic  were 
up  to  standard,  it  was  stated  that  the  Society,  granted  the 
necessary  financial  assistance,  would  be  prepared  to  organ- 
ise such  a  service.  Mr.  M.  Costello  said  he  had  been 
informed  that  the  Department  of  Health  was  working 
hard  to  ensure  that  all  imported  therapeutic  substances 
conformed  to  standard.  He  believed  the  necessary  regula- 
tions would  soon  be  introduced.  The  President  said  the 
question  was  whether  the  Society  would  prefer  to  see  such 
a  laboratory  established  by  an  independent  body,  or  itself 
to  be  associated  with  it.  Mr.  Semple  feared  that,  unless 
the  Council  did  something  in  the  matter,  it  would  be  taken 
out  of  the  Society's  hands.  He  urged  discussions  with  re- 
presentatives of  manufacturers.  He  would  not  like  to  see 
such  a  laboratory  passing  out  of  the  hands  of  pharmacy. 
Under  the  new  degree  course  there  would  be  plenty  of 
graduates  to  do  the  work.  The  matter  was  eventually  re- 
mitted to  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  (the  Council's  representative  on 
the  new  Health  Council)  with  instructions  to  inform  the 
Council,  if  consulted  on  the  matter,  that  the  Society  would 
be  prepared  to  accept  responsibility  for  such  a  laboratory 
provided  it  received  the  necessary  financial  assistance  from 
the  Government. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  said  he  had  been 
informed  that  the  new  central  sterile  unit  for  hospitals 
planned  by  the  Department  would  function  only  for  instru- 
ments and  dressings  materials,  which  had  been  sterilised 
in  the  past  by  nurses  in  preparation  for  operations.  The 
idea  was  that  the  work  should  be  performed  at  a  central 
point  for  economic  reasons.  The  President  said  it  appar- 
ently had  nothing  to  do  with  the  sterilisation  of  injectable 
materials.  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  urged  more  inquiries  in  case 
of  further  possible  developments.  It  was  decided  to  discuss 
the  matter  with  representatives  of  the  Hospital  Pharmacists' 
Association. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Boles  was  welcomed  to  the  Council  by  the 
President. 
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A  letter  was  received  from  the  International  Pharmaceu- 
tical Federation  notifying  that  its  annual  conference  would 
be  held  in  Amsterdam  in  September.  Messrs.  Costello  and 
O'Connor,  of  the  teaching  staff,  were  appointed  delegates. 

A  letter  received  by  Mr.  Costello  on  the  occasion  of  his 
retirement  from  the  National  Health  Council  from  the 
Minister  for  Health  (Mr.  MacEntee)  expressed  apprecia- 
tion of  the  personal  contributions  Mr.  Costello  had  made 
to  the  Council's  work.  Messrs.  V.  J.  Harte  and  C.  S. 
O'Connor  reported  that  they  had  recently  attended  a  short 
course  for  lecturers  in  pharmaceutical  subjects  in  Bradford. 
The  course  had  been  organised  and  conducted  jointly  by 
the  British  Ministry  of  Education  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain.  The  Council  expressed  apprecia- 
tion of  the  hospitality  extended  to  the  lecturers  by  Mr. 
Lewis  and  Drs.  Capper  and  Ure  the  course  organisers  and 
it  was  agreed  also  to  thank  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain. 

Of  the  200  pharmacists  who  had  been  supplied  with  a 
questionnaire  from  the  Council,  104  were  reported  to  have 
replied.  The  President  said  he  was  worried  by  the  number 
of  pharmacists  who  were  not  charging  the  full  dispensing 
fee,  particularly  since  it  had  been  increased  to  3s.  6d. 
"  The  matter  will  have  to  be  discussed  with  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  in  an  effort  to  have  uniformity  established." 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Kennelly  for 
being  the  first  president  to  appeal  to  pharmacists  to  charge 
the  full  professional  fee.  Mr.  Cashman  believed  that,  on 
the  north  side  of  Dublin  city,  some  doctors  were  making 
matters  difficult  by  telling  their  patients  the  prices  of  medi- 
cines and  that  they  should  not  pay  a  dispensing  fee.  Mr. 
Costello  spoke  in  confirmation,  saying  six  chemists  in  the 
area  had  formed  a  North  Dublin  pharmacy  group,  and 
were  arranging  to  meet  members  of  the  North  Dublin 
medical  group.  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  said  the  practice  among 
doctors  was  not  confined  to  North  Dublin  and  should  be 
taken  up  with  the  Irish  Medical  Association.  The  President 
was  of  opinion  that  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
which  Mr.  Walsh  thought  should  meet  the  Irish  Medical 
Association,  was  as  yet  too  inexperienced  to  engage  in 
such  work.  It  was  decided  that  the  Council  should  seek  an 
interview  with  the  I. MA. 

Congratulating  Professor  Timoney  on  the  honour  be- 
stowed on  him  in  being  invited  to  deliver  a  lecture  in  the 
Free  University,  Berlin,  the  President  said  that  indirectly 
a  distinction  had  been  conferred  on  Irish  Pharmacy.  They 
were  also  pleased  that  Professor  Timoney  had  been  granted 
a  Council  of  Europe  Fellowship.  The  president  also  re- 
ported that,  with  Professor  Timoney  and  Mr.  Cahill,  he 
had  attended  a  recent  meeting  in  Dublin  of  the  European 
Unity  Committee  at  which  all  professional  bodies  had  been 
represented. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Higher  Education  Com- 
mission agreeing  to  receive  a  deputation  from  the  Council 
on  May  30  to  give  further  evidence.  The  president,  with 
Mr.  Corrigan,  Professor  Timoney  and  the  registrar,  were 
appointed  delegates.  The  Council  extended  its  best  wishes 
to  Miss  Cullen  (a  member  of  the  registrar's  staff)  who  was 
resigning  in  July  to  marry. 

It  was  agreed  that  Council  members  should  again  meet 
representatives  of  the  Veterinary  Association  in  Birr  on 
May  28.  The  Registrar  reported  that  the  offices  of  the 
Society  had  been  broken  into  recently  and  £20  damage 
done  to  a  door.  The  thief  had  since  been  apprehended,  but 
there  was  apparently  no  hope  of  recovering  the  property. 
Mr.  Walsh  formally  reported  the  first  meeting  of  the  Irish 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  its  elected  officers.  The 
Association  had  decided  to  organise  this  year's  Pharmacy 
Week,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  place  a  float  of  £200  at  its 
disposal.  Mr.  Walsh  said  the  Association  also  intended 
bringing  out  a  magazine,  to  which  Professor  Timoney  and 
other  members  of  the  teaching  staff  would  be  invited  to 
contribute  technical  articles. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  received  a  contri- 


bution of  £105  from  May  Roberts  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  repre-l 
senting  the  final  instalment  of  a  contribution  of  £525  to- 1 
wards  the  College  of  Pharmacy  Fund. 

The  Medical  Registration  Council  wrote  intimating  that 
at  a  statutory  meeting  on  May  5,  amendments  introduced  I 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1963,  had  been  adopted.

It  is  considered  that  the  Inspector  of  Taxes  is  incorrect. 
The  Inland  Revenue  have  maintained  similar  contentions 
in  connection  with  medical  practitioners  for  many  years. 
Recently,  however,  the  Special  Commissioners  decided  that 
a  medical  practitioner  was  entitled  to  deduct  the  full 
amount  of  the  fair  economic  salary  paid  to  his  wife  for 
carrying  out  her  duties  in  connection  with  his  practice.  The 
Inland  Revenue  apparently  did  not  consider  their  case 
sufficient  to  justify  an  appeal  to  the  High  Court.  The 
principle  involved  in  that  decision  is  of  course  of  universal 
application.

EXPANSION  COMES  FROM  DEVELOPING  A  SPECIALITY 


TO  seek  a  universal  recipe  for  success 
in  business  is  no  doubt  a  futile  occupa- 
tion. If,  however,  one  examines  an  in- 
dividual business  that  has  been  notably 
successful  in  its  own  field  one  often 
finds  two  elements  present — first  a  per- 
sonal interest  or  capability  that  has 
provided  the  initiative  and  drive  and 
secondly  a  refusal  to  be  seduced  into 
other  avenues  that  might  prove  profit- 
able but  do  not  contribute  to  the  main 
stream.  In  a  word  the  business  has  a 
policy  and  has  adhered  to  it  consis- 
tently over  a  period. 

The  special  character  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical business  of  Rouse  &  Sadler, 
High  Street,  Aylesbury,  Bucks,  is  its 
concentration  on  surgical  and  sickroom 
appliances  and  instruments.  The  busi- 
ness was  founded  in  1923  by  the  late 
Mr.  W.  Rouse  (d.  1962)  and  under  him 
was  characterised  by  high  standards  of 
pharmaceutical  practice  and  shopfitting. 
It  is  now  a  limited  company  whose 
managing  director,  Mr.  A.  P.  Sadler, 
first  came  into  association  with  Mr. 
Rouse  ten  years  ago. 

Mr.  Sadler  has  always  been  inter- 
ested in  equipment  for  physical  medi- 
cine and  aids  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  disabled.  It  may  have  helped  that 
not  far  away  from  the  pharmacy  is 
Stoke  Mandeville  hospital,  with  its 
international  reputation  for  the  treat- 
ment of  spinal  injuries.  Close  liaison  is 
maintained  by  the  pharmacy  with  the 
hospital  and  that,  supplemented  by 
attendance  at  the  annual  games,  which 
attract  wheelchair  sportsmen  from  all 
over  the  world,  has  fostered  many  con- 
tacts with  overseas  visitors.  Orders  for 
wheelchair  spare  parts  and  equipment 
for  the  paraplegic  patient  are  dealt  with 
from  places  as  far  apart  as  Cuba,  South 
Africa  and  Japan. 

But  to  that  useful  nucleus  has  cer- 
tainly been  applied  constructive  and 
imaginative  work  that  has  resulted  in 
gt>me  original  contributions  to  the  de- 
sign of  surgical  appliances  or  aids  to 
the  surgeon  in  the  operating  theatre, 
and  to  the  service  of  the  general  medi- 
cal practitioner.  To  a  pharmacist  with 
those  interests  it  was  obviously  a  con- 
siderable contribution  to  come  in  con- 
tact with  a  versatile  and  inventive  in- 
strument-maker, Mr.  A.  E.  Dudley  who, 
from  operating  on  a  freelance  basis 
on  his  own  account,  has  found  it  an 
advantage  to  link  up  with  an  estab- 
lished business.  The  result  is  a  sym- 
biotic arrangement  that  holds  great 
promise  of  accelerated  expansion  in 
the  future. 

Instruments  Made  on  the  Premises 

Since  the  two  came  together  an  out- 
house of  the  pharmacy  has  been  given 
over  to  the  purposes  of  a  workshop; 
the  capital  has  been  forthcoming  for 
its  rather  expensive  tooling  equipment; 
and  the  facilities  of  administration, 
sales  contacts  and  marketing  "  know- 
how  "  have  been  added  to  a  training 
in  engineering  and  electronics  and  a 
high  degree  of  skill  in  metal  working 
and  many  allied  techniques. 


A  regular  "  bread-and-butter "  in- 
come is  assured  for  the  workshop  by 
the  provision  of  a  service  of  sharpen- 
ing or  repairing  surgical  instruments 
for  hospitals,  doctors  and  veterinarians. 
Available  surgical  equipment  used  by 
surgeons  and  physiotherapists  is  modi- 
fied to  their  requirements,  as  discovered 
by  frequent  visits  to  hospitals  and  dis- 
cussions with  their  medical  and  surgical 
staffs.  The  cerebral  palsy  clinic  at  ano- 
ther hospital  is  visited  to  study  on  the 
spot  the  problems  of  disabled  children 
and  to  discuss  with  the  medical  staff  the 
suitability  of  standard  aids  or  to  advise 
on  their  modification  for  special  cases. 
Where  an  aid  of  special  pattern  is  re- 
quired it  is  designed  and  made  by  staff 
of  the  business.  That  function  is  per- 
formed in  what  is,  in  the  truest  sense, 
a  development  "  laboratory."  The  in- 
tention is  to  forge  new  weapons  for 
particular  purposes,  not  to  produce 
them  on  a  scale  of  mass  manufacture, 
though  no  doubt  some  of  the  results 
will  lend  themselves  to  use  as  proto- 
types for  such  manufacture.  If  that 
happens  the  product  may  be  handed 
over  to  be  assigned,  on  a  royalty  basis, 
to  other  manufacturers  geared  to  that 
type  of  marketing.  There  is  scope  here 
for  more  extensive  co-operation  with 
the  manufacturers  of  surgical  instru- 
ments and  equipment — in  making  for 
them  prototypes  to  their  own  designs  or 
ideas.  That  is  a  field  which  it  is  hoped 
to  develop  in  the  near  future.  There  is 
no  doubt,  after  a  visit  to  the  laboratory, 
of  the  high  standard  of  inventiveness 
that  is  being  applied  in  it.  The  original 
model  of  one  spectacular  achievement 
of  Mr.  Dudley  in  his  freelance  days — 
an  instantaneous  recording  thermometer 
giving  a  continuous  second-by-second 
reading  on  a  screen  of  the  body  tem- 
perature during  certain  procedures  is 
to  be  seen  in  the  laboratory.  The  in- 
strument is  now  in  commercial  produc- 
tion by  others  but  to  Mr.  Dudley  goes 
the  credit  for  its  invention  and 
construction. 

"  Field  "  Demonstrations 

Side  by  side  with  the  making  of 
specialised  instruments  goes  a  consider- 
able turnover  in  retailing  the  well- 
established  products  of  leading  manu- 
facturers of  surgical  equipment.  A 
main  window  of  the  pharmacy  is  always 
occupied  with  wheelchairs,  crutches, 
sickroom  requisites  and  instruments, 
and  Mr.  Sadler  or  one  or  other  of  his 
colleagues  gives  demonstrations  within 
a  wide  radius  of  Aylesbury  to  intend- 
ing purchasers  in  their  own  homes.  In 
the  pharmacy  itself  there  are  a  surgical 
fitting  room  (and  it  is  a  policy  of  the 
business  that  measurements  for  elastic 
hosiery,  etc.,  shall  be  made  there  by 
experts  and  not  left  to  the  patient  in  his 
own  home)  and  a  hearing-aid  depart- 
ment. Recently  there  has  been  added 
experimentally  (an  obvious  adjunct)  an 
optical  department  which,  if  justified 
by  results,  will  become  a  permanent 
part  of  the  business.  A  signboard  in 
the  waiting  room  of  the  pharmacy  dir-

It  is  to  be  stressed  that  the  develop- ;

In  the 
pharmacy   itself   traditional  standards 
have  been  maintained  and  the  layout  I 
has  been  enlarged  and  improved.  So  I 
far  as  sales  are  concerned,  everything  I 
medicinal  has  been  kept  to  personal  |i 
service  at  a  traditional  counter,  but  a  1 
limited   amount   of   self-selection   has  $ 
been  introduced  for  cosmetics  and  toi-  1 
let  preparations.  What  was  originally  I 
the  dispensary  has  been  converted  into  I 
an   open   waiting  room,   with   uphol-  I 
stered  bench  seat  round  three  sides.  J 
What  was  previously  an  office  behind  1 
now  houses  the  dispensary,  between  W 
which  and  the  waiting  room  there  is 
communication  across  a  narrow  coun-  | 
ter  between  higher  screens.  The  dis- 
pensary is  compactly  arranged,  and  is 
equipped  with  water  still,  electric  mixer,  I 
suction  filter  and  refrigerator  (in  which  I 
are   kept,   among   other   things,   anti-  I 
influenza  vaccines  for  which  there  is 
a   demand  from  local   factories).  A 
former  "  T.S.A.  room,"  which  there  is 
now  no  call  to  use  for  its  original  pur- 
pose, serves  excellently  as  a  spirit  store. 

Three  salesgirls  "man"  the  front  shop,  I' 
and  in  the  dispensary  three  persons, 
one  of  them  a  pharmacist,  operate  full- 
time,  supplemented  at  busy  times  by  a 
second  pharmacist.  Of  the  other  two 
one  is  always  the  holder  of  an  Apothe-  B 
caries'  Hall  certificate  in  dispensing, 
and  the  second  a  trainee  for  the  certi-  h 
ficate.  For  it  is  Mr.  Sadler's  policy  to 
engage  a  girl  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
her  a  training,  and  if  she  proves  suit- 
able, and  a  vacancy  exists,  she  may  H 
stay  on  after  gaining  the  certificate.  He  I 
himself  provides  the  tuition  in  theoreti-  I 
cal  aspects,  and  the  other  pharmacist  I 
looks  after  her  practical  training. 

A  repair  service  for  hearing  aids  is  I 
another  notable  feature  of  the  business.  1 
Recently  the  facilities  were  made  avail-  1 
able  to  hearing-aid  audiologists  and  1 
suppliers  throughout  the  country,  many  1 
of  whom  have  been  quick  to  take  ad-  I 
vantage  of  It.  Hearing  aids  of  all  makes  I 
may  be  sent  in  by  post  for  servicing 
and  repair.  Estimates  are  sent  and  the 
work  is   usually  completed  within  a 
week. 

Thus  the  business  is  distinctive  and  I 
enterprising  in  a  number  of  ways,  and  H 
its  evident  success  indicates  that  some 
of  its  methods   might  be  worth  the 
while  of  other  pharmacists  to  look  into, 
for  they  may  well  suggest  avenues  of 
expansion   and   development  open  to 
pharmaceutical    businesses    in    other  J 
localities.

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IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION 

National  organiser  to  be  appointed 


THE  appointment  of  a  full-time 
national  organiser  for  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  was  recommended  at  a 
meeting  of  local  associations  in  Dublin 
on  May  3.  The  Midland  Pharmaceu- 
tical Federation  had  suggested  that 
such  an  appointment  was  essential  for 
presenting  a  proper  image  of  pharmacy 
to  the  public.  An  investigation  into 
modern  trading  trends  was  also  desir- 
able. The  Federation's  motion  was: — 

In  view  of  the  diversified,  frustrating  and 
onerous  tasks  of  the  secretary  and  the  fact  that 
most  of  his  time  and  energies  must  be  spent  in 
administrative  duties,  it  is  the  feeling  of  this 
meeting  that  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
national  organiser  is  an  urgent  necessity.  It  is 
also  the  opinion  of  this  body  that  the  selected 
person  need  not  be  a  pharmacist  but  should 
rather  have  a  background  of  market  research  and 
modern  marketing  experience. 

Mr.  F.  Loughman,  while  favouring 
the  appointment,  thought  it  should  be 
given  on  a  year's  trial  before  being 
made  permanent.  The  President  (Mr. 
A.  Thornton)  said  it  was  apparent  that 
most  pharmacists  were  in  favour.  Mr. 
P.  A.  Brady,  agreeing,  said  he 
favoured  appointing  a  chemist.  A  mar- 
ket research  expert  would,  he  thought, 
be  expensive.  The  Association  should 
concentrate  less  on  market  research 
than  on  organising  local  associations 
and  he  favoured  six  regional  commit- 
tees to  meet  every  three  months  and 
report.  Before  appointing  an  organiser 
the  Association  should  seek  the  opinion 
of  the  general  body.  Mr.  L.  Smith,  en- 
dorsing Mr.  Brady's  views,  said  that  the 
new  assistant  would  relieve  the  secre- 
tary (Mr.  B.  R.  J.  Smith),  enabling  him 
to  attend  the  more  important  meetings. 
Mr.  J.  P.  Fehily,  Wexford,  did  not 
favour  confining  the  appointment  to 
a  chemist.  He  would  prefer  Mr.  Smith 
to  attend  the  county  association  meet- 
ings because,  he  declared,  the  present 
apathy  had  set  in  through  lack  of 
contact.  The  President  said  that,  Gov- 
ernment officials  being  obviously  un- 
familiar with  pharmacy,  the  person  ap- 
pointed should  have  a  knowledge  of 
pharmacy.  It  was  agreed  to  leave  details 
to  the  committee. 

Call  for  Prices  to  be  "  Re-examined  " 

A  motion  from  Dublin  Pharmacists' 
Association  asked  for  a  re-examination 
of  price  structure,  especially  of  cut- 
price  lines,  to  ensure  selling  them  at 
competitive  prices.  Tipperary  Phar- 
macists' Association  urged  the  Asso- 
ciation to  consider  forming  a  chem- 
ists' co-operative  society.  The  Presi- 
dent said  the  committee  did  not 
countenance  price-cutting.  Removing 
from  the  list  the  prices  of  products 
subject  to  cutting  would  leave  phar- 
macists free.  The  Association  had 
been  formed  as,  and  remained,  a  price- 
fixing  body.  That  was  contrary  to  cur- 
rent political  thought.  Mr.  P.  Guerin 
said  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  the 
Association  reorganising  itself.  In  that 
way  they  could  circumvent  the  restric- 
tions of  the  Fair  Trade  Act.  Mr.  L. 
Smith  pointed  out  that  any  alteration 
of  the  rules  would  bring  about  an 
investigation  by  the  authorities.  That 
would  be  the  end  of  the  I. D  A.  Mr. 
Guerin  said  the  Midland  pharmacists 
were  for  the  I. DA.  but  he  believed 


pharmacists  now  felt  the  accent  should 
be  on  the  professional  side  of  activi- 
ties. By  placing  the  emphasis  on  that 
and  reconstituting  the  Association 
along  the  lines  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  in  England,  they 
might  have  better  terms  of  reference  in 
dealing  with  the  Fair  Trade  Commis- 
sion. Mr.  Loughman  believed  the 
Association  had  undertaken  to  obtain 
counsel's  advice  on  their  constitution. 
To  elect  the  Committee  on  a  regional 
basis  would  compel  revision  of  the 
rules.  The  President  said  that  legal 
opinion  taken  some  years  ago  had  ad- 
vised members  to  leave  well  alone. 
Mr.  P.  Joy,  Tipperary,  thought  they 
should  have  legal  opinion  again.  Tip- 
perary. Waterford  and  Kilkenny,  he 
said,  favoured  regional  representation. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  D.  O'Hanlon  the 
President  said  the  Fair  Trade  Com- 
mission objected  to  the  display  of 
cards  setting  out  the  turnover  tax.  They 
were  paying  "  more  than  average  atten- 
tion "  to  the  Association.  Mr.  Guerin 
said  that  chemists  were  dissatisfied 
with  the  image  of  pharmacy  presented 
to  the  public  by  the  Press.  The 
majority  felt  the  I.D.A.  should  be  given 
a  professional  slant  and  should  have 
rules  that  gave  it  better  negotiating 
powers.  They  did  not  want  to  be  tied 
in  negotiations. 

The  President  said  it  had  always 
been  the  policy  not  to  countenance 
price  cutting.  The  furthest  they  would 
be  prepared  to  go  would  be  to  delete 
lines  from  the  price  list.  Mr.  Brophy 
said  that  at  least  twenty-one  members 
of  the  Dublin  Association  favoured 
some  price  reductions.  He  was  not  one 
of  them.  They  had  reduced  certain 
lines  to  "  in-between  "  prices  which  they 
felt  should  be  under  the  control  of  the 
I.D.A.  Trade  had  noticeably  improved 
at  the  new  prices.  Mr.  Brady  dis- 
approved of  the  idea  as  likely  to  start 
a  price-war  among  members.  Mr.  Joy 
thought  the   Association   should  dis- 


cuss the  matter  with  the  Wholesale 
Drug  Federation.  An  organisation  on 
English  lines  was  advocated  by  Mr. 
Dolan.  They  could  concentrate  on 
something  they  would  be  selling  as 
chemists  rather  than  on  selling  in  com- 
petition with  grocers.  If  necessary 
they  should  set  up  their  own  manu- 
facturing service.  It  was  decided  to 
take  no  action. 

The  President,  having  communica- 
ted with  the  Department  of  Health 
seeking  an  increase  in  dispensing  fee 
for  mother-and-child  prescriptions, 
said  he  had  received  an  acknowledg- 
ment. Mr.  J.  O'Neill  reported  that 
certain  tablets  had  been  offered  direct 
to  doctors  by  a  company.  Mr. 
McHugh  said  that  in  the  Athy  area 
doctors  were  opposing  the  offer.  Mr. 
Dolan  understood  there  had  been 
criticism  by  Dublin  doctors  of  the  new 
3s.  6d.  dispensing  fee.  Mr.  Brophy 
said  that  was  so  in  some  areas. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  (president.  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland)  said 
they  could  not  legally  give  a  profes- 
sional slant  to  the  rules.  The  Supreme 
Court  had  held  that  dispensing  was  a 
professional  act  but  that,  when  money 
was  received  for  handing  a  prescrip- 
tion over  the  counter,  it  became  a 
commercial  transaction.  The  newly 
formed  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion was  interested  in  the  professional 
aspect,  and  that  was  worth  consider- 
ing as  a  liaison  between  the  I.D.A. 
and  the  Society.  In  his  own  area 
ninety-four  pharmaceutical  lines  were 
available  in  cut-price  stores  at  25  per 
cent,  below  the  fixed  prices.  Less  than 
half  the  Dublin  chemists  were  charg- 
ing the  full  2s.  6d.  dispensing  fee  and 
some  had  defied  the  inspector.  The 
same  applied  in  the  country.  When 
the  fee  went  up  to  3s.  6d.  the  position 
had  worsened.  Some  pharmacists  had 
no  compunction  in  labelling  their 
fellow  pharmacists  as  robbers,  and  un- 
fortunately there  was  no  disciplinary 
action  the  Society  could  take.  No 
action  was  taken  on  a  motion  asking 
for  a  poisons  fee. 


PRIZE-GIVING  AT  CHELSEA 

Future  developments  outlined 


A  PREVIEW  of  the  type  of  course  it 
is  hoped  to  offer  at  Chelsea  school  of 
pharmacy  when  the  College  of  Science 
and  Technology  becomes  a  university, 
was  given  by  Dr.  A.  H.  Beckett  (head 
of  the  school)  at  its  annual  prize- 
giving  ceremony  on  May  6.  A  belief 
that  existing  university  degrees  were 
not  the  best  way  of  training  for  the 
general  practice  of  pharmacy,  he  said, 
had  prompted  two  courses.  One  would 
be  broadly  based  (though  still  with 
honours);  the  other  more  specialised. 
Also  envisaged  was  a  Master's  degree 
from  course  work,  because  three  years 
was  thought  too  short  for  acquiring 
all  the  skills  required  by  industry. 
Already,  pilot  courses  in  pharmaceuti- 
cal technology  were  functioning  and 
in  the  coming  session  courses  in  drug 
analysis  would  be  added.  Later  it  was 
hoped  to  include  such  topics  as  hos- 
pital pharmacy.  Striking  a  more  opti- 
mistic note  on  the  ever-present  space 
problem.  Dr.  Beckett  said  the  gover- 
nors would  shortly  be  announcing  the 


future  location  of  the  new  university. 
He  took  pride  in  the  important  part 
the  school  had  played,  through  its  re- 
search programme,  in  securing  the 
raised  status.  Dr.  N.  J.  Harper,  a 
former  member  of  the  school's  staff 
but  now  engaged  in  industry,  then 
presented  the  prizes  as  follows:  —

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Report  on  Health  Service  Councils 


"  IT  is  impossible  to  resist  the  conclu- 
sion that  a  charge  of  allowing  com- 
mercial profit  to  affect  their  judgment 
to  the  extent  of  ignoring  the  public 
good  may  justly  be  laid  at  the  door 
of  some  manufacturers  and  the  methods 
they  use  to  advertise  their  products." 
That  indictment  is  included  in  the  re- 
port of  a  joint  committee  of  the  Central 
and  Scottish  Health  Services  Councils 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  5s.  6d.). 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  Lord 
Cohen  of  Birkenhead.  The  Committee, 
while  recognising  that  some  advertise- 
ments make  misleading  claims  and 
leave  people  with  a  false  impression 
about  how  health  can  be  achieved, 
does  not  consider  that  statutory  control 
of  advertising  is  necessary.  Voluntary 
co-operation,  it  believes,  has  resulted 
in  many  improvements,  and  the  Com- 
mittee hopes  that  more  may  be 
achieved  in  that  way.  In  another  para- 
graph the  Committee  refers  to  the 
unique  position  of  the  pharmacist,  who 
comes  into  contact  with  the  public  at 
the  moment  when  medicine  is  bought. 
"■  He  is  therefore  in  a  key  position  and 
has  both  the  opportunity  and  the  re- 
sponsibility for  offering  advice  in  the 
light  of  the  principles  of  good  health. 
In  particular,  the  pharmacist  may  need 
to  discourage  certain  customers  from 
resort  to  medicines  at  all,  and  may  en- 
courage them  to  consult  their  doctors." 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  recog- 
nised as  having  on  occasions  advised 
its  members  well  in  advance  of  any 
statutory  requirements,  that  it  is  desir- 
able to  limit  the  supply  of  habit-form- 
ing or  abusive  medicines  to  medical 
prescriptions.  Members'  compliance 
with  that  advice  is  "  a  valuable  public 
duty."  The  pharmacist  may  participate 
in  other  ways  in  health  education.  "  The 
facilities  the  pharmacy  can  offer  as  a 
point  for  distributing  information  and 
publicity  should  not  be  under-estimated 
by  local  and  other  authorities  who  may 
be  conducting  educational  campaigns." 

Self-medication 

In  a  section  dealing  with  self-medi- 
cation and  medicines  generally,  the  re- 
port points  out  that  many  people 
regard  health  as  something  to  be 
achieved  by  taking  medicine,  whether 
prescribed  by  a  doctcor  or  self-pre- 
scribed. "  Such  faith  in  nostrums  is 
probably  nearly  as  old  as  man."  Few 
of  the  tonics  so  frequently  prescribed 
by  doctors,  at  a  cost  to  the  National 
Health  Service  of  more  than  £1  million, 
and  the  pills  and  medicines  bought  for 
self-medication,  do  any  more  to  im- 
prove the  physical  health  of  their 
takers  than  the  potions  of  quacks  and 
witch  doctors.  Most  proprietary  medi- 
cines advertised  directly  to  the  public- 
are  held  to  be  probably  harmless.  Some 
may  even  be  helpful,  though  even 
those  may  be  harmful  to  the  extent 
that  they  mask  symptoms  of  disease 
and  so  reduce  chances  of  early  treat- 
ment. "  The  difficulties  of  control  of 
the  sale,  advertising  and  use  of  such 
medicines  are  considerable.  For  ex- 
ample, it  would  be  difficult  to  define 
whether  certain  drugs  are  potentially 
harmful.  Aspirin  is  harmful   to  some 


people  and  to  all  if  taken  in  large 
quantities,  but  it  would  be  unreason- 
able to  seek  to  prevent  the  public  buy- 
ing this  cheap  and  effective  analgesic. 
Products  found  to  be  harmful  when 
taken  in  therapeutic  dosage  are  with- 
drawn from  the  market.  Our  conclusion 
is  that,  whilst  self-medication  does  little 
active  harm  to  health  and  helps  to 
relieve  the  pressure  on  doctors,  an  un- 
reasoning trust  in  the  efficacy  of  '  pat- 
ent '  medicines,  based  partly  on  folk- 
lore but,  nowadays  largely  on  the 
advertisements  of  manufacturers,  does 
much  to  hinder  a  true  understanding  of 
how  health  can  be  maintained,  and 
frequently  leads  to  harmful  delay  in 
diagnosis  and  medically  supervised 
treatment."  Apart  from  the  long-term 
possible  ill-effects  on  the  individual,  the 
prescribing  and  provision  of  drugs  not 
medically  necessary  is  held  wasteful  in 
terms  of  the  professional  services  of 
doctors  and  pharmacists,  and  of  public 
money. 

The  extent  to  which  the  advertising  is 
responsible  for  the  "  magic  "  of  medi- 
cines is  a  matter  for  conjecture.  Most 
patients  who  have  seen  or  heard  in  ad- 
vertisements that  a  medicine  alleviates 
the  condition  they  have  self-diagnosed, 
are  not  happy  to  receive  advice  only. 

The  Committee  considers  that,  on  the 
whole,  some  advertising  tends  to  create 
fear  of  illness  and  to  encourage  self- 
medication.  Some  organisations  submit- 
ting evidence  suggested  that  there 
should  be  greater  control  of  advertise- 
ments that  encourage  self-medication 
and  emphasise  illness  rather  than 
health.  On  the  other  hand  some  manu- 
facturers, through  their  advertising, 
make  a  considerable  contribution  to 
health  education  by  emphasising  the 
need  for  cleanliness,  and  the  widespread 
and  continuous  advertising  of  tooth- 
pastes has  done  much  to  make  the 
public  conscious  of  the  need  for  oral 


hygiene.  The  Committee  considers  tax- 
ation an  appropriate  instrument  for 
bringing  about  a  lessening  use  of  cer- 
tain products. 

In  a  paragraph  headed  "  Food 
Habits,"  the  Committee  recognises  that 
positive  contributions  to  health  have  oc- 
curred through  developments  in  com- 
mercial food  preparation,  but  for  many 
people  who  eat  too  much  sugar  and 
carbohydrate  there  are  cheaper  and 
more  effective  ways  of  shedding  excess 
bodily  weight  than  by  following  adver- 
tised commercial  slimming  diets,  especi- 
ally as  those  diets  are  often  undertaken 
without  medical  advice.  An  adequate 
vitamin  intake  may  be  better  ensured 
by  a  varied  diet  than  by  taking  vita- 
min additives.  The  report  criticises 
organisations  that  actively  oppose 
vaccination  or  whose  object  is  to  hin- 
der measures,  such  as  animal  experi- 
ments and  the  promotion  of  health  or 
the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  to 
lessen  the  incidence  of  dental  decay, 
that  are  held  essential  to  the  advance- 
ment of  medical  knowledge  and  thera- 
peutics. Such  minority  bodies  achieved 
results  by  passionate  and  intensive  cam- 
paigning and  the  relative  apathy  of  the 
majority  of  the  community.  "  In  the 
face  of  such  '  anti-health '  campaigns, 
those  responsible  for  health  education 
must  intensify  their  efforts. 

A  new  and  stronger  impetus  is  urged 
in  health  education.  The  Committee 
recommends  setting  up  two  boards,  one 
for  England  and  Wales  and  the  other 
for  Scotland,  at  a  cost  of  £500,000  a 
year,  to  promote  health  education.  The 
Boards  would  give  special  attention  to 
human  relationships,  including  sex: 
mental  and  dental  health;  early  diag- 
nosis of  certain  types  of  cancer;  smok- 
ing: excess  weight  and  the  need  for 
physical  exercise;  recreation;  and  foot 
health. 

The  report  is  to  be  considered  by 
the  Health  Ministers  in  consultation 
with  local  authorities  and  professional 
bodies. 


ADDICTION  AND  HABITUATION 

Address  to  Royal  Society  of  Health 


ALTHOUGH  legislation  could  greatly 
restrict  addiction  to  dangerous  drugs, 
it  could  not  be  expected  to  deal  with 
addictions  to  smoking  and  drinking, 
said  Professor  G.  V.  R.  Born  (Van- 
dervell  Professor  of  Pharmacology, 
University  of  London)  in  his  presiden- 
tial address  to  the  preventive  medicine 
section  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health 
at  Torquay  on  April  29.  Quoting  the 
World  Health  Organisation  criteria  for 
distinguishing  drug  addiction  and  drug 
habituation,  the  Professor  pointed  out 
that  although  the  distinction  was  use- 
ful, the  degree  of  addiction  could  vary. 
Determining  factors  were  size  of  dose, 
frequency  and  duration  of  administra- 
tion, and  biological  variation.  The  evi- 
dence suggested  that  habituation  was 
not  a  necessary  prelude  to  addiction. 
Habituation  in  the  general  sense  of 
habit-formation  was  necessary  to  main- 
taining individual  and  social  stability. 

The  speaker  went  on  to  show  how 
pharmacology  could  help  discover  the 
causes  of  addiction  as  in  animals  of 
the  essential  behavioural  aspects  of 
addiction.  Quoting  the  March  issue  of 


Scientific  American,  Professor  Born  ex- 
plained how  a  method  of  allowing  rats 
and  monkeys  addicted  to  morphine  to 
inject  themselves  voluntarily  had  been 
developed.  In  such  animals  the  features 
of  tolerance,  physical  dependence  and 
abstinence  syndrome  were  reproduced. 
The  establishment  of  abstinence  syn- 
drome had  been  used  to  find  out 
whether  other  drugs  would  bring  relief. 
Any  drug  which  would  do  so  was  pre- 
sumably a  drug  of  addiction.  Professor 
Born  also  cited  Professor  H.  Burns 
hypothesis  that  sufficient  nicotine  is  in- 
haled in  tobacco  smoke  to  release  nor- 
adrenaline from  stores  in  the  brain  and 
cause  an  elevation  of  mood. 

Turning  to  the  social  implications  of 
addiction  the  speaker  referred  to  motor- 
ing considered  as  an  addiction  and  also 
quoted  a  case  of  addiction  to  petrol 
vapour.  Concluding  with  a  reference 
to  the  exploitation  of  addiction  for 
financial  gain  by  the  Government  and 
others.  Professor  Born  considered  that 
ways  should  be  sought  of  diminishing 
the  economic  pressures  that  promote 
addictions. 
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SCOTTISH  DEPARTMENT  EXECUTIVE 

Committee  to  deal  with  "  rural  areas  "  problem 


IT  was  agreed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  of  the  Scottish  Department  in 
Edinburgh  on  April  15  that  a  commit- 
tee be  set  up  to  deal  with  dispensing 
services  in  rural  areas,  approval  having 
been  given  by  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety's Council.  The  committee  is  to 
consist  of: — The  chairman  and  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Executive,  member(s) 
of  Council  resident  in  Scotland,  the 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Gen- 
eral Council  (Scotland),  and  one  mem- 
ber from  the  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  concerned.  The  resident 
secretary  and  the  Society's  inspector 
would  be  in  attendance.  The  Executive 
decided  that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to 
clerks  to  Executive  Councils,  secretaries 
of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
and  to  Branch  Secretaries. 

A  resolution  from  the  committee  of 
the  Edinburgh  and  South-eastern  Scot- 
tish Branch  was  received,  "That  it  is 
the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
office  of  Divisional  Secretary  should  be 
revived."  The  office  was  introduced 
many  years  before  the  introduction  of 
the  branch  system  and  abolished  as  re- 
cently as  about  1950.  One  of  the  main 
duties  of  a  divisional  secretary  was  to 
contact  his  Member  of  Parliament 
when  matters  affecting  pharmacy  were 
being  discussed  in  Parliament.  The 
resolution  had  been  inspired  by  the 
recent  Resale  Prices  Bill  and  it  was 
suggested  that  there  would  probably  be 
further  legislation  affecting  pharmacy 
within  the  next  few  years.  The  Execu- 
tive accepted  the  resolution  and  agreed 
to  restore  the  office.  It  was  reported 
that  alterations  in  one  of  the  labora- 
tories for  the  pharmaceutics  division  of 
the  Department  of  Pharmaceutical  Sci- 
ences, had  already  started.  The  expense 
of  the  alteration  was  already  covered 
and  had  been  passed  by  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Resale  Price  Maintenance 

The  Executive  had  received  copies 
of  letters  which  had  been  sent  on  their 
behalf  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  and  to  Scottish  M.P.s.  The 
resident  secretary  and  his  staff  were 
thanked  and  congratulated  on  the 
action  which  had  been  taken.  Apprecia- 
tion of  the  outstanding  work  by  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead  in  that  connection  was 
expressed  and  the  resident  secretary 
was  asked  to  minute  that  appreciation 
and  to  send  a  letter  to  Sir  Hugh  ex- 
pressing the  Executive's  thanks. 

The  Resident  Secretary  (Dr.  G.  H. 
Macmorron)  stated  that  he  had  written 
to  the  Scottish  Secretary  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  as  instructed  at 
the  last  meeting.  A  reply  had  been  re- 
ceived stating  that  the  Executive's  views 
would  be  conveyed  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  B.M.A.'s  General  Medical  Ser- 
vices Committee  (Scotland).  A  discus- 
sion took  place  about  the  dispensing 
of  prescriptions  for  oral  contraceptives. 
The  inadvisability  of  dispensing  those 
or  any  other  private  prescriptions  at 
less  than  the  price  received  under  the 
N.H.S.  was  stressed.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  matter  should  be  investigated  by  the 
general  practice  subcommittee  of  the 


Council.  The  undesirability  of  manu- 
facturers including  a  retail  price  in 
their  lists  for  substances  available  only 
on  prescription  was  noted.  The  Resi- 
dent Secretary  reported  that  the  fol- 
lowing persons  had  been  appointed  to 
the  subcommittee  of  the  Council's  Prac- 
tice Committee  until  July  1964:  Gen- 
eral Practice — Messrs.  J.  B.  Grosset, 
F.  Hepburn  and  M.  M.  McNeill:  Hos- 
pital— Mr.  A.  Roxburgh;  Veterinary — 
Messrs.  N.  Davidson  and  H.  T. 
Thomas.  It  was  agreed  to  recommend 
to  the  Council  that  an  additional  mem- 
ber from  Scotland  should  be  added 
to  the  hospital  subcommittee  when  the 
committees  were  reconstructed  in  July. 
The  Executive  decided  that  although  no 
Scottish  member  was  included  in 
the  industrial  subcommittee  because  of 
the  limited  scope  of  the  industry  in 
Scotland,  it  was  unlikely  there  would 
be  any  Scottish  problems  to  be  con- 
sidered. 

It  was  intimated  that  the  following 
members  of  the  Scottish  Department 
Executive  were  due  to  retire  during  the 
year  but  were  eligible  for  re-election :

J.  Macpherson,  Ardersier;  W.  A.  Park, 
Aberdeen;  and  W.  S.  Tait,  Penicuik. 
A  meeting  of  scrutineers  was  arranged 
for  June  16  at  7.30  p.m.  It  was  also 
agreed  that  the  annual  meeting  and 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  in 
Edinburgh  should  be  held  on  June  17 
at  2.30  p.m.  when  the  resident  secretary 
would  introduce  a  discussion  on  the 
limitation  of  pharmacies,  after  con- 
sidering the  present  distribution  of 
pharmacies  in  Scotland  in  comparison 
with  that  of  ten  years  ago,  the  problem 
of  rural  pharmacies  and,  possibly,  the 
trends  shown  in  the  membership  sur- 
vey, etc.  The  annual  report  of  the 
Executive  would  be  issued  to  members 
in  Scotland  on  May  5.  The  first  evening 
meeting  of  the  1964-65  session  would 
be  held  on  November  6  or  13,  when 
the  address  would  be  given  by  Profes- 
sor Sir  John  Bruce  of  the  Department 
of  Clinical  Surgery,  University  of  Edin- 
burgh. It  was  reported  that  two  male 
and  one  female  students  resident  in 
Scotland  had  been  registered  as  "  Stu- 
dents "  of  the  Society  so  far  this  year. 
The  Chairman  reported  with  regret  the 
death  of  James  Carruthers,  F.P.S., 
Edinburgh.  Mr.  Carruthers  was  a  for- 
mer member  of  the  Board  of  Exami- 
ners for  Scotland. 


N.P.U.  AREA  CONFERENCE  IN  LONDON 

(Concluded  from  C.  &  D.,  May  9,  p.  466) 


REPLYING  to  questions  put  by  mem- 
bers on  the  Union's  staff-training 
scheme,  Mr.  Coulson  said  the  pro- 
moters of  the  course  had  tried  to  ensure 
it  was  understood  by  even  the  least 
technical.  It  had  taken  a  realist  view. 
The  aim  was  to  produce  assistants 
capable  of  further  training  at  the  phar- 
macy in  which  they  were  employed. 
Getting  staff  was.  he  admitted,  a  prob- 
lem, but  chemists  could  afford  to  be 
choosy  and  not  take  the  first  to  apply. 
Even  the  poorest,  however,  benefited 
from  staff  training.  He  deplored  that 
students  were  obliged  to  go  to  the  mul- 
tiples for  their  post-graduate  training 
and  had  plans  to  meet  that  situation. 

Progress  in  N.H.S.  Negotiations 

Final  topic  of  the  agenda  was  the 
present  position  in  the  N.H.S.  negotia- 
tions, introduced  by  Mr.  H.  G.  Moss 
(chairman  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Com- 
mittee). He  was  able  to  report  en- 
couraging progress  since  the  conference 
on  April  1.  The  Committee  had  not  yet 
fathomed  how  the  Minister  had  arrived 
at  his  £3  millions  extra  payment  for 
overheads  accepted  from  the  A.I.C. 
report  but  said  it  was  a  "  cautious " 
estimate  that  would  go  higher.  The  Mini- 
ster had  also  admitted  a  case  for  in- 
creased remuneration  and  the  Ministry 
was  now,  in  fact,  much  more  sympa- 
thetic to  chemists.  The  Committee's 
target  was  still  £9  millions,  and  the  aug- 
uries were  good.  Mr.  Moss  also  an- 
nounced that  the  oxygen  inquiry  was 
now  completed  and  proposals  were  ex- 
pected from  the  Ministry.  Immediately 
the  present  main  negotiations  were  fin- 
ished, the  Committee  would  be  taking 
up  the  question  of  doctors'  dispensing 
in  rural  areas.  He  also  advised  of  diffi- 
culties over  multiple-pack  dressings,  re- 
commending members  to  examine  pre- 


sent stocks  for  compliance  with  new 
specifications  and  take  up  the  question 
with  the  manufacturers  if  they  did  not 
conform.  He  assured  Mr.  T.  Harris, 
South-west  Metropolitan,  that  the  Com- 
mittee was  pressing  for  full  retrospec- 
tion to  the  date  of  the  A.I.C.  inquiry: 
Mr.  L.  A.  Vaughan,  Hemel  Hempstead. 
Herts,  that  no  "  differential "  was  en- 
visaged in  the  new  claim,  apart  from  a 
slight  one  related  to  ingredient  costs; 
and  Mr.  R.  G.  Worby,  London,  that 
"  arbitrary  "  decisions  would  now,  since 
the  A.I.C.  inquiry,  be  much  more  diffi- 
cult for  the  Minister  of  Health  to  take.

ABOUT  one-sixth  of  the  12,270  chemi- 
cal and  chemically  related  patents 
granted  in  the  United  States  in  1963 
were  granted  to  foreign  interests.  (C  & 
EN  3-9.)  A  survey  by  Information 
for  Industry,  Inc.,  of  Washington, 
D.C.,  showed  that  from  January  1950 
to  December  1963,  the  number  was 
128,134;  of  that  total,  14,421  were 
granted  to  companies  in  forty-two 
foreign  countries.  Germany  (including 
East  Germany)  led  with  4,321,  rising 
from  only  one  granted  in  1950  to  647 
in  1963.  Great  Britain  had  3,493  in 
the  same  fourteen-year  period;  France 
1,592;  Switzerland  1,590;  Italy  466: 
and  Japan  435.  In  1963  Farben- 
fabriken  Bayer,  A.G.,  were  granted 
130,  Farbwerke  Hoechst,  A.G.,  seventy- 
nine,  and  Badische  Anilin-und  Soda 
Fabrik,  A.G.,  sixty-five,  while  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ttd.,  had  107,  or 
24  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
granted  to  British  companies  in  that 
year. 

A  total  of  783  articles  have  been 
selected  for  admission  to  the  twelfth 
edition  of  the  National  Formulary 
(N.F.  XII),  scheduled  for  publication 
later  in  1964.  Old  nostrums  have  been 
displaced  almost  entirely  by  modern 
therapeutic  preparations.  Over  one-third 
(280)  of  the  monographs  of  N.F.  XI 
were  abandoned  in  N.F.  XII,  against 
248  new  admissions.  The  Formulary 
thus  contains  thirty-two  fewer  mono- 
graphs than  its  predecessor.  New 
monographs  deal  with,  among  other 
things,  cortisone  acetate,  cresol,  gly- 
cerin suppositories,  meperidine  hcl, 
progesterone,  thrombin,  chymotrypsin, 
cyclophosphamide,  dexamethasone,  imi- 
pramine  hcl,  potassium  phenethicillin 
and  stannous  fluoride. 

F.D.A. 

A  study  prepared  by  Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers'  Association  shows  that 
the  time  required  for  approval  of  new 
drug  applications  has  drastically  in- 
creased over  the  past  six  years.  A 
major  factor  at  present  is  the  require- 
ments of  the  1962  amendments  which 
the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
(F.D.A.)  must  apply  in  passing  on  New 
Drug  Applications  (N.D.A.'s).  In  1957, 
50  per  cent,  of  them  were  approved  in 
less  than  sixty  days,  while  31  per  cent, 
took  between  sixty  and  ninety  days. 

The  F.D.A.  has  warned  against  wide- 
spread practice  of  adding  tannic  acid 
to  barium  enemas  to  improve  x-ray 
pictures,  pointing  out  that  the  acid  is 
capable  of  causing  diminished  liver 
function  and  severe  liver  necrosis  when 
absorbed  in  sufficient  amounts.  In 
view  of  the  hazard,  stocks  of  tannic 
acid  for  drug  or  diagnostic  use  must 
now  bear  on  the  label  conspicuously 
the  warning :  "  Not  for  use  in  enemas." 

The  F.D.A.  has  also  proposed  regu- 
lations that  affect  all  drugs  cleared 
under  the  N.D.A.  arrangements  and 
antibiotic  certification  procedures  be- 
tween 1938  and  1963,  when  the  new 
amendment    became    effective.  (New 


drugs  which  were  approved  by  F.D.A. 
after  June  20,  1963,  are  already  sub- 
ject to  the  current  N.D.A.  regulations.) 
The  F.D.A.  want  manufacturers  (1)  to 
notify  the  F.D.A.  whether  previously 
cleared  drugs  are  now  on  the  market, 
and  how  they  are  labelled  and  pro- 
moted; (2)  to  show  that  clinical  ex- 
perience with  the  drug  justifies  the 
labelling  allowed  in  the  (old)  N.D.A. 
or  the  antibiotic  certification  proce- 
dures; (3)  that  the  promotion  of  the 
product  accords  with  appropriate 
labelling. 

The  F.D.A.  has  cleared  the  follow- 
ing preparations :  (1)  Searl's  2-5  mgm. 
Enovid — a  modification  of  the  already 
marketed  preparation;  (2)  Parke-Davis' 
2-5  mgm.  Norlestrin,  containing  nore- 
thindrone  acetate  (currently  marketed 
under  the  name  Norlutate  in  double 
strength  for  the  treatment  of  progesta- 
tional deficiencies);  and  (3)  Synthex's 
2  mgm.  Norinyl,  which  contains  nore- 
thindrone — like  the  already  marketed 
Ortho-Novum. 

Vitamin  Sales  Grow 

Bulk  vitamin  sales  have  mounted 
from  3  million  lb.  in  1950  to  an  esti- 
mated 10-1  million  lb.  in  1963,  reports 
Chem.  Week  (3-14).  The  upward  trend 
is  expected  to  continue.  Average  price 
per  lb.,  however,  has  fallen  from  $20-55 
per  lb.  in  1951  to  about  $6-50  in 
1963.  Volume  of  U.S.  bulk  vitamin 
sales  is  estimated  to  be  in  the  $90-100 
millions  range  for  1963.  The  in- 
dustry estimates  that  about  $40  mil- 
lions' worth  of  bulk  vitamins  went 
into  animal-feed  supplements  in  1963, 
and  about  $7-8  millions'  worth  into 
enriched  foods.  The  remaining  $40-50 
millions'  worth  went  into  preparations 
for  human  use.  Retail  sales  of  vita- 
min products  advertised  only  to  physi- 
cians and  pharmacists  were  put  at 
about  $320  millions. 

Industry  Notes 

Kendall  Co.  have  won  an  appellate 
decision  in  a  bandage  patent  infringe- 
ment suit  brought  against  them  by 
Johnson  &  Johnson,  Inc.,  the  court 
having  found  a  Johnson  &  Johnson 
patent  to  be  invalid.  McKesson  & 
Robbins,  Inc.,  further  expanded  its 
wholesale  drug  trade  abroad  by  form- 
ing with  Dumex,  Ltd.,  Copenhagen, 
Denmark,  a  corporation  Dumex- 
McKesson  to  develop  and  distribute 
pharmaceuticals  and  fine  chemicals 
internationally.  Dumex,  Ltd.,  is  a 
wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  the  East 
Asiatic  Co..  Ltd.  Miles  Laboratories, 
Inc.,  included  in  its  $8  million  outpay 
in  capital  in  1964  $3  millions  for  a 
dextrose  and  enzyme  factory  in  Elk- 
hart, Indiana.  The  dextrose  replaces 
molasses  as  the  raw  material  used  by 
Miles  for  making  citric  acid.  The  com- 
pany's sales  in  1963  were  $108  millions. 
Pfizer  &  Co.  is  entering  the  organo- 
metallics  field  with  a  line  of  organo- 
tins  (compounds  of  tin  and  carbon, 
having  medical  and  industrial  applica- 


tions). Group  sales  in  1963  were  worth 
over  $414  millions,  and  earnings  $40-2 
millions.  Sterling  Drug,  Inc.,  is  in- 
creasing its  vaccine  research.  Its  Win- 
throp  Laboratories  division  has  con- 
structed a  $l-5-million  plant  in  Rens- 
selaer, N.Y.,  to  manufacture  the  com- 
pany's new  influenza  vaccine,  and  a 
new  killed  virus  measles  vaccine. 

New  Drugs  Under  Test 

Chymopapain,  an  enzyme  which,  when 
injected  between  the  spinal  vertebras, 
dissolves  slipped  discs.  Dr.  Lyman 
Smith  of  Elgin,  Illinois,  reports  (PI  6 : 
16)  that  of  ten  patients  with  chronic 
or  recurring  herniated  discs,  whom  he 
treated,  seven  were  free  of  radiating 
leg  distress  within  6  to  18  hours. 
(Baxter.) 

Imidazolidinone  is  a  new  nitrofuran 
which  is  said  to  be  more  effective  than 
others  against  aerobacter,  proteus,  and 
pseudomonas  organisms  and  particu- 
larly against  E.  coli.  (Eaton.) 

Methylaminopropyl  Iminodibenzyl 
HC1  is  a  promising  antidepressant 
showing  only  mild  side-effects.  (Lake- 
side.) 

Myagen  Bolasterone  is  7-alpha-17- 
alpha-dimethyltestosterone :  an  anabolic 
steroid  that  proved  twice  as  effective 
as  methandrostenolone,  25  times  as 
potent  as  fluoxymesterone,  and  80 
times  as  potent  as  norethandrolone.  It 
shows  no  androgenic  side-effects  in 
children  and  hypogonadal  patients. 
(Upjohn.) 

Diemethyl  sulfoxide,  an  anti-inflam- 
mation analgesic  which  readily  pene- 
trated body  tissues  and  carries  other 
drugs  with  it;  work  is  in  progress  to 
determine  whether  this  drug  is  able 
to  transport  cancer-killing  drugs  to  the 
site  of  malignancy.  (Crown  Zellerbach.) 

Pactamycin  is  a  new  antibiotic  pro- 
duced in  a  fermentation  process  by 
Streptomyces  pactum.  The  antibiotic 
is  effective  against  some  types  of  cancer 
and  various  disease-carrying  bacteria. 
(Upjohn.) 

A.  A.  Stonehill  and  others  have  re- 
ported (in  Amer.  J.  Hosp.  Pharm,  1964. 
20.  458-65)  that  2  per  cent,  glutaralde- 
hyde  in  a  buffered  solution  (pH  7-5- 
8-5)  containing  a  surface  tension  de- 
pressant and  an  anti-corrosion  com- 
pound is  suitable  for  rapid  sterilisation 
of  surgical,  dental,  and  hospital  instru- 
ments. 

New  Drugs  Marketed 

Dymelor,  acetohexamide,  or  N-(p- 
acetylphenyl  -  sulfonyl)  -  N  -  cyclohexy- 
lurea  for  oral  administration  in  the 
therapy  of  diabetes  mellitus  in  patients 
not  controlled  by  dietary  regulation 
alone.  (Lilly.) 

Sycuma,  tocamphyl,  or  l-(p,alpha- 
dimethylbenzyl)  camphorate  1 : 1  salt 
with  2,2'-iminodiethanol,  for  oral  ad- 
ministration in  the  treatment  of  the 
liver  and  diseases  of  the  biliary  tract 
and  cholecytitis.  (Philips  Roxane.) 

Indoklon  (Air  Reduction  Co.), 
known  chemically  as  bis-(2,2,2-trifluoro- 
ethyl)ether  is  administered  by  injection 
or  as  an  inhalant  gas,  it  conduces 
convulsive  seizures  similar  to  those 
produced  by  electroshock.  Only 
patients  with  poor  veins  or  a  high 
convulsive  threshold  got  the  inhalation 
therapy.  The  chemical  recently  re- 
ceived clearance  from  the  F.D.A.

TRADE  REPORT 


The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers,  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  May  20:  Over  the  Whitsun  holiday  price  changes  have  been 
few,  and  any  alterations  recorded  have  been  usually  of  a  marginal  nature. 
In  Crude  Drugs  an  exception  was 


provided  by  Peru  balsam  which 
gained  a  further  ninepence  per  lb.  to 
the  threepence  of  the  previous  week. 
Honey  from  various  sources  was  lower, 
particularly  Mexican  and  Argentinian. 
Australian  values  were,  however, 
scarcely  affected  because  of  the  short 
supply  position  in  Australia.  Ship- 
ments of  Alexandria  Senna  from  Port 
Sudan  were  reported  to  be  difficult. 
Supplies  of  Mancha  grade  Saffron  are 
scarce  in  Spain  and  the  trade  expects 
that  prices  may  rise  again  before  the 
new  crop  becomes  available  in 
December. 

In  Essential  Oils  Chinese  Anise 
on  the  spot  was  ninepence  per  lb. 
lower.  Brazilian  Peppermint  prices 
were  more  favourable  to  buyers  of 
spot  material  than  for  forward 
delivery.  Spike  lavender  remained 
firm  but  Lemon  was  weaker. 

Zinc  oxide  went  up  a  further  £7  per 
ton  during  the  week  making  the  2-ton 
rate  for  the  b.p.  grade  now  £145  per 
ton.

New  York,  May  1 9 :  Brazilian  Men- 
thol remains  firm  at  $3-75  to  $3-80 
per  lb.  while  the  synthetic  racemic 
menthol  was  10  cents  lower  at  $3-60 
to  $3-70.  Among  Essential  Oils  prices 
for  both  Californian  and  Italian  Lemon 
show  further  declines.  Californian  was 
down  30  cents  per  lb.  to  $5-50  and 
Italian  down  45  cents  to  $6-05. 
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WORLD  TRADE 

U.S.  Embargo  on  Medicine  to  Cuba. 

— The  United  States  has  placed  restric- 
tions on  the  sale  of  all  medicines  to 
Cuba.  Only  gift  parcels  will  now  be 
permitted  to  be  sent  without  Govern- 
ment approval.  The  order  came  in  the 
wake  of  disclosures  that  Cuba  had 
approached  U.S.  drug  companies 
through  Canada  about  possible  pur- 
chases of  considerable  quantities  of 
drugs. 

Soviet   Drug   Industry    Expands. — 

Under  the  Soviet  economic  plan  for 
1964-65,  180  million  roubles  are  being 
allocated  to  the  construction  of  medi- 
cal-industry enterprises.  About  72  per 
cent,  is  being  used  to  complete  projects 
already  under  way.  Within  the  period, 
two  research  institutes  (vitamins  and 
vitaminology)  are  being  completed,  as 
is  the  second  part  of  an  Institute  of 
Antibiotics  and  its  production  base.  In 
the  period  1966  to  1970  it  is  planned  to 
double  the  production  of  medicines. 
Output  of  synthetic  pharmaceuticals  will 
increase  2-7  times,  vitamin  production 
2-5  times,  and  antibiotics  1-5  times.  An- 
nual vitamin  consumption  is  currently 
estimated  to  total  5,000-6,000  tons,  in- 
cluding 1,300  tons  in  agriculture.  The 
production  of  medicines  is  still  based 
mainly  on  products  of  vegetable 
origin  (including  200  varieties  of  wild 
and  cultivated  plants). 

West  German  Chemicals. — West  Ger- 
many's chemical  industry  had  an  export 
surplus  of  DM4,600  millions  in  1963 
despite  a  14  per  cent,  rise  in  imports, 
according  to  the  German  Chemical  In- 
dustry Association.  Germany's  chemi- 


cal exports  rose  by  15  per  cent,  to 
DM7,900  millions,  but  those  to  E.E.C. 
partner  countries  alone  by  2-02  per 
cent,  to  DM2,300  millions.  Sales  to 
Africa  rose  to  DM388  millions  from 
DM31 -6  millions  and  those  to  Latin 
America  to  DM498  millions  (DM461 
millions).  Germany's  purchases  of 
chemical  goods  were  DM400  millions 
higher  at  DM3,300  millions,  of  which 
the  E.E.C.  partner  countries  supplied 
37  per  cent.  The  E.F.T.A.  countries 
were  able  to  raise  their  proportions 
slightly  to  23-2  per  cent,  of  the  total 
from  23  per  cent.  Britain's  exports 
made  her  a  close  second  in  the  list  of 
E.F.T.A.  suppliers  behind  Switzerland, 
but  France  remained  the  largest  Euro- 
pean seller  with  DM421  millions 
worth.  The  United  States  sent  one- 
quarter  of  all  Germany's  chemical  im- 
ports.
